H-D top management may 
buy Harley-Davidson 


STAMFORD, CT. FEB. 27 
AMF announced today that it has signed a letter of intent to sell the 
Harley-Davidson Motor Company to a group of key Harley-Davidson 
management personnel. This group, under the leadership of Vaughn 
Beals, Jr., AMF Corporate Vice President and Motorcycle Products 
Group Executive, includes Charles Thompson, H-D President and 
Chief Executive Officer; John Davidson, H-D Chairman of the Board 
and Golf Car President; David R. Lickerman, H-D International 
President; and others. All stockholders in this investor group are 
members of Harley-Davidson management, so total control of the 
company, should agreement finally be reached, will remain in the 
hands of experienced motorcycle and golf car people. 

AMF contemplates including in the sale all of the Harley-Davidson 
facilities in Wisconsin and related facilities in York, PA. Any such sale 
would be subject to further discussions and the execution of a 
definitive agreement which would then require approval by the Board 
of Directors of both AMF and the new company being formed. 

Harley-Davidson, the only U.S. motorcycle manufacturer, 
established record 1980 revenues of approximately $300 million, 
representing 1996 of AMF's total revenue of $1.534 billion. Harley- 
Davidson's 1979 revenues were listed at $247 million, representing 
1796 of AMF's total 1979 revenue of $1.438 billion. 

Headquartered in Milwaukee, Harley-Davidson operates two plants 
in that city, plus one in Tomahawk, WI, and another in York, PA. Its 
Wisconsin plants, totaling approximately 875,000 square feet, employ 
2,100 people. An additional 1,800 people are employed in York, PA, in a 
plant also 875,000 square feet in size located on approximately 200 
acres. 

Harley-Davidson motorcycle products are sold through a network of 
some 750 dealers in the U.S. and also are exported. Approximately 100 
dealers sell Harley-Davidson's gas and electric golf cars. 

Founded in 1903, Harley-Davidson was acquired by AMF in 1969.

America’s 
Bernie Schreiber had a bad day at the 
very tough event, finishing ninth on 
his Italjet with 167 marks. 


Frank Stacy has been added to the 
Suzuki Two Day Qualifier team, 
according to  Suzukl's John 
Morgan. "'! don't have anything on 
paper,” said Morgan, “but as far as 
l'm concerned we're set. I'm 
thrilled to have Frank on the team 
and I'm looking forward to him 
having a very good year. At this 
time," continued Morgan, "Drew 
Smith is not riding for us. We're 
(Suzuki) waiting to see what 
happens when his wrist heals.” 


Joe Parkhurst reports in his Motorcycle 
Business Newsletter that new Secretary 
of the Interior James Watt wrote to the 
Motorcycle Industry Council, saying 
"..The Department of Interior will 
enter (into) an-effort to end unneces- 
sary and burdensome regulations now 
frustrating the balanced management 
of our nation's resources, and indeed, 
our nation's economic recovery itself. I 
therefore ask you to assist us in making 


the Department's resource 
management regulations truly respon- 
sive to America's needs." The MIC 
replied quickly, suggesting changes in 
the two Executive Orders regarding 
ORV use on public lands. 


While the Atlanta Supercross was 
going on, Burt Reynolds was 
buzzing around overhead in a heli- 
copter, filming segments for an up- 
coming movie. Reynolds wanted 
to land in the stadium; the FAA 
said no.

We were sorry to hear that Webco, 
a well-known name in the motor- 
cycle industry for many, many years, 
has closed its doors. An auction to 
benefit its creditors was held Feb. 
26. 


The Far West M.C. will host the Sand 
Flea GP, an Easter Seal benefit event, 
at the Samoa Air Strip in Eureka, CA, 
on Mar. 22. Two hour races will be 
run for most regular classes, plus a 
three-wheel class, but there will be no 
Mini or Powder Puff classes. Info on 
the AMA D-36 event can be had by 
calling 707/443-4090 (night) or 707/ 
822-3654. 


A three-man team headed by reign- 
ing British 250cc Champion Steve 
Tonkin will ride the new Armstrong 
road racers in the  250cc 
Lightweight International event at 
Daytona. World Championship con- 
tender Clive Horton from Britain 
and Australian Jeff Sayle will join 
forces with Tonkin in this world 
launch. Backed by Armstrong En- 
gineering, a multi-million dollar 
company from Yorkshire, England, 
the Armstrong was first unveiled 
at the Road Racing Show in Birming- 
ham, Britain last December and cre- 
ated considerable interest. Powered 
by an Austrian made Rotax water- 
cooled, two-stroke engine, the 
machine has still to be raced in 
public. But a secret test session in 
Britain this winter indicates that 
the bikes will be competitive and 
so Armstrong has picked Daytona 
to match their bikes against the op- 
position. 


Pipe builder Stuart Toomey has just 
returned from England, where he was 
flown in specially by Erv Kanemoto to 
build a set of pipes for Barry Sheene's 
Mitsui/Akai Yamaha 750. "Barry's 750 
has a special new Harris frame with 
the engine relocated, and the other set 
I built wouldn't fit. So Erv and I built 
a whole new set to Erv's special 
dimensions," said Toomey. Barry is 
now testing the new bike, and will de- 
but it at Donnington in April. 


Dennis Smith gave Papa a call, and 
said that Bruce Hammer will be 
riding Smith's Cycle Tune-spon- 
sored Suzuki GS1000 in the Day- 
tona's Bell Superbike 100 race. 
Smith, who rode the machine to a 
sixth overall, top privateer placing 
in last year's Daytona Superbike 
bash, will be handling the wrenches 
in this year's attempt. Hammer, by 
the way, will ride a Kal-Gard- 
poet Yamaha in the Daytona 


"Thi: are looking real good," 
replied Mert Lawwill when we asked 
him about progres on the new 
Yamaha 750 V-twin dirt tracker. 
"Dick (Mann) and I just finished the 
frame." After a brief detour to 
Florida, Lawwill and crew will finish 











assembling the motor, with the first 
test of the machine slated for about 
two to three weeks from now. 


Ricky Graham reported that he got 
the cast off his wrist the week 
after the Houston doubleheader, 
and is now looking forward to the 
Apr. 4 Ascot TT, where he'll ride 
either a Norton or a new Can-Am 
500 single for Ron Wood. 


Suzuki motocross team manager Mark 
Blackwell will be leaving Suzuki in a 
few weeks, probably around the end of 
March. “For some time I have desired 
to move into more of a marketing- 
oriented position, continue my educa- 
tion, and expand my learning and ex- 
perience beyond racing," said Black- 
well. *At the same time I hoped to 
remain on good terms with the staff at 
U.S. Suzuki and leave Team Suzuki 
strong and growing with continued 
momentum. I feel that now I will be 
able to do that." Blackwell did not in- 
dicate where his plans might take him. 


Riding a 250 Suzuki Floater, Danny 
“Magoo” Chandler bested the 
troops at the three-hour Prairie 
City Grand Prix, taking the checkered 
flag eight minutes ahead of runner- 
up Phil Douglas (Mai). All the 
action took place at the Prairie City 
OHV Park near Sacramento, CA. 


Riders entered in the Mar. 1 MRAN- 
sanctioned Boulder City Dirt Riders 
hare scrambles were hit by a heavy 
downpour, but neither that nor a bad 
cold could stop Team Husky's Scot 
Harden, who reportedly won by an 
unbelievable 40-minute margin after 
four 28-mile loops. Second overall, 
second Open Expert went to Doug 
Stadtlander (C-A), while third overall, 
first 250cc Expert went to Mike Welch 
(C-A). Fourth overall, first 125cc 
Expert was Daryl Folks (Hus). 


Husky support riders Mark Miller 
and Kent Miller finished 1-2 in the 
Salome 100 hare ‘n’ hound put on 
by the Arizona Desert Racing 
Association. Following them were 
John Imbriale and Scot Harden. 


Live coverage of the Mar. 8 Daytona 
200 road race will be broadcast by 
radio station KWRM of Corona, CA. 
Mike Joy will be doing the lap by lap 
coverage, and the program begins at 
11 a.m. KWRM is 1870 on your AM 
dial. 


Team Kawasaki's Jeff Ward 
crashed while practicing at Saddle- 
back Park, and according to the 
report we got, cracked his right 
elbow and broke two bones in his 
left hand. The “Teenie Meany” will 
miss Atlanta and Daytona for sure; 
there are no predictions past that. 


Terry Kniss, the new operator at Bay- 
lands (formerly Fremont) Raceway, is 
constructing a new one-mile stadium- 
type motocross track at the facility and 
is enlarging the quarter-mile oval to a 
three-eighths-mile high bank track. 


Mark Breisford's former tuner Jim 
Belland has prepped a pair of 
Harley XR760 engins for use in 
next week's Daytona Battle of the 
Twins race, Bell Helmets 
Superbike race and — if they're still 
alive — the 200-mile National. 
According to one of Papa's spies, 
Belland. has punched the motors 
out to about 980cc to help them 
net around 125 horsepower.

Lap sponsors for the Daytona 200 
include Hi-Point Racing Products, 
Pace Management, Gary Bang East, 
Interpart, J. R.C. Engineering, H-D of 
Altamonte ^ (Florida), Baltimore 
County Trail Riders, White 
Construction Co., Lockhart Consumer 
Products, Diamond Chain Co., 
Continental Products Corp. 
American Motorcycle Institute, and 
Dennis Kirk, Inc., For each lap 
sponsored, the leader of the lap will 
pick up $100. Several of the above 
lap sponsors have sponsored more than 
one lap, with Gary Bang East heading 
the list with a total of 20 laps. 


Sports Illustrated, in their annual 
The Year in Sports issue, 
overlooked the achievement of 
Kenny Roberts in winning his third 
consecutive 500cc World 
Championship in road racing. Only 
Mike  Hailwood and Giacomo 
Agostini have taken more 
consecutive titles. As America’s 
only World Champion in motor 
sport for the past two seasons it 
seems only fitting that he rate at 
least a mention. 


If you're in the SoCal area over the 


Mar. 6-8 weekend, be sure not to miss’ 


the Speedway Spring Classic series. 
The action starts Friday night in the 
small Orange County Fairgrounds 
track, then moves to Ventura for a 
Saturday night race, then winds up at 
San Bernardino’s Inland Motorcycle 
Speedway on Sunday afternoon. Stars 
like National Champion Bruce 
Penhall, the Moran brothers, Bobby 
Schwartz and Ronnie Preston compete 
before they head back to England. 
They'll be facing a squad of locally- 
based riders captained by Alan "Crazy" 
Christian. 


A get well quick wish to speedway 
star Dennis Sigalos, whom we 
heard underwent surgery recently 
for a correction of a shoulder 
problem. Bruce Penhall underwent 
the same operation last November. 


Castrol Oil has posted over $20,000 in 
contingency prize money for 
AMA/Winston Pro series, and U.S. 
road racers. The money is divided into 
event, halfway point standings and 
final point standings payoffs. Winston 
Pro dirt track events and Formula 
One, Lightweight Expert, Superbike 
and Sidecar road racing classes make 
up the eligible events and classes. 


The Goodyear 2381 soft compound 
dirt track tire has been approved 
by the AMA for use in short track 
and TT events only. The 2381 
compound was withdrawn from 
use last year after controversy 
during the Harley-Davidson Dirt 
Track Series. The tire was on sale 
at this year’s Houston Nationals 
although it was not AMA approved 
at the time. 


Riders interested in attempting to 
qualify for a slot on the ISDT squad 
must submit a letter of intent to the 
AMA before March 21. To be eligible 
for selection a rider must compete in 
at least three National Championship 
Reliability Trials events. Letters 
should be sent to Kathy Wanta, AMA, 
P.O. Box 141, Westerville, Ohio 
43081. 


Willie G. Davidson of Harley- 
Davidson will officially kick off the 
1981 "Bikers Fight Muscular 
Dystrophy” campaign with his 
Muscular Dystrophy Association 
Ride to Daytona. Davidson will 
start from the York, Pennsylvania 
Harley-Davidson plant on Friday, 
February 27, and visit various cities 
along the way. Last year his ride 
netted $13,000 in contributions. 
The campaign raised $195,000 for 
MDA. Davidson will appear on the 
NBC-TV show Midday on Monday, 
March 2. The show, to be 
broadcast from Charleston, South 
Carolina, will be on at noon. Check 
your TV listings. 


Word out of scenic Sunnymead, CA, is 
that DeAnza Cycle Park is the proud 
new owner of a 100-foot, AMA-speci- 
fication starting gate for its motocross 
course, replacing what CN 
correspondent Ron Lawson termed 
"the killer bungie." Other news is that 
on Mar. 8, daredevil Hans Steini will 
attempt a world record motorcycle 
leap, soaring off a ramp constructed at 
the top of one of DeAnza's humongous 
hills. 


A quick peek at the pre-entry list 
for the Daytona 200 shows that as 
of the February 8 cut-off 26 riders 
from around the world, ten 


Canadians, one rider from Puerto 
Rico and 87 Americans made up 
the 124 rider entry. Expect to see 
about 20 post-entries as the days 
tick away to the March 8 racing 
extravaganza in Daytona Beach. 
Notable among those not on the 
entry list was three-time 500cc 
World Champion Kenny Roberts. 
Apparently, someone in his 
organization forgot to post an 
entry on time. Roberts has said 
he'll be there seeking his second 
Daytona 200 victory. In addition, 
Gina Bovaird, Carter Alsop and 
Wendy Epstein have all entered. 
Bovaird was the first and only 
female to attempt to qualify last 
year - she did - and was running 
well before crashing late in the 
race. 


"A lot of my friends are riding so I 
thought it would be fun," said two- 
time AMA Grand National Champion 
Dick Mann about his entry in the 
Wednesday, March 4, Amateur 
Supercross during Cycle Week in 
Daytona. Mann will also take part in 


the Daytona 200 pre-race activities 
and will take a parade lap aboard the 
BSA on which he won the 1971 event. 


AMA Legislative Analyst Gary 
Winn has been nominated to the 
Transportation Research Board, a 
private scientific agency which 
advises Congress and Federal 
agencies. Winn will serve on the 
Motorcycle Committee. The 
Committee will concentrate on 
motorcycle design, operator per- 
formance, injury prevention and 
accident analysis.

An open letter to the Moose 


I agree that the Hungry Seven should 
be applauded for all their effort and 
having to put up with all the BS com- 
ing out of Parks and Recreation, and 
yes, the “other side” will probably try 
to restrict the use of Hungry Valley. 

I totally disagree with your state- 
ment that the Hungry Valley SVRA 
general plan draft is “OK.” 

I, as an individual, cannot accept 
the plan, and as an elected officer of 
CORVA I will not accept the unneces- 
sary restrictions, limitations, structured, 
regimented objectives of the plan. 
Hungry Valley was purchased with 
OHV funds for OHV use, not natural 
preserves that are not natural. 

In the introduction of the proposed 
plan it states, “Existing State Park 
System policy specifically permits 
management and modification of the 
natural and cultural elements of the 
environment of state vehicular recrea- 
tion areas to enhance the recreation 
experience.” Due to the preservation- 
ist attitude of the Parks and Recreation, 
the proposed plan does not reflect that 
policy. 

But maybe your copy of the plan is 
different than the one I received?

Dangermond on Hungry Valley 


Thank you for your letter concern- 
ing the off-highway vehicle program. 
The Governor has referred it to me for 
reply. I appreciate the time you have 
taken to share your thoughts and con- 
cerns on this important subject. 

By now, you should have received a 
copy of our recent newsletter which 
discusses the main points of our Hungry 
Valley General Plan. I would like to 
stress that this plan is not final until 
the California Park and Recreation 
Commission approves it at their May 8 
meeting in Los Angeles. Changes can 
be made in the plan by the Commission 
at that time. 

Other users have voiced the same 
concerns you have about closing 
“sizable portions of Hungry Valley to 
OHVs for various reasons.” I would 
like to respond to your concerns. You 
are correct when you refer to our 











proposal to close areas within the pro- 
ject, but the total of all closed areas is 
only 8% of the total land area. The 
closures fall into two categories. A 
small area in the northwest corner of 
the SVRA is located such that if open, 
uncontrolled use occurred on it, it 
would be impossible to keep the effects 
of such use from running onto the ad- 
jacent farmland. The other closures 
are designed to protect what have been 
determined to be unique examples of 
vegetation. The laws controlling pre- 
servation of resources require this action 
be taken once an identification has 
been made. We have, however, pro- 
vided corridors through the closed 
areas so users can move through these 
areas at selected locations. Much of 
this closed area consists of the hills 
visible from Gorman and, as such, 
would be in a trails use only area if it 
were not closed for natural preservation 
reasons. 

We have proposed a scenic corridor 
along that portion of the SVRA that 
can be seen from Gorman and the In- 
terstate highway. Trails will be permit- 
ted in this zone, but they will be away 
from the highway and, for the most 
part, not visible from the highway. I 
think you will agree that open riding 
of the type that is now visible from the 
highway will not improve the image of 
OHV recreation to the non-user. 

There are other areas within the 
SVRA that also will be managed for 
trail use because of steepness, fragile 
soils, or vegetation. Additional miles 
of trail are an immediate need in these 
areas and will be added with the help 
of OHV user groups in other areas 
where they are most suitable. Some 
users may consider these trails areas 
and scenic corridors closed to use; 
however, I assure you they are not 
closed but, rather, open to selected 
use. 

You also expressed a concern about 
the degree of development of our 
camping facilities. First, let me say 
that the vast majority of camping avail- 
able will be the very primitive open 
camping type in response to many user 
requests. Fire rings will be provided in 
locations where it is safe to build a fire, 
and basic sanitary facilities will also be 
provided. Camping of this type will be 
permitted anywhere within a 1,500- 
acre zone in Hungry Valley proper. In 
response to an indicated need for other 








camping facilities, a 30-unit camp- 
ground has been proposed near the 
entrance to the SVRA. Hookups will 
not be provided. A trailer dump station 
available to all users will be provided, 
however. 

During the planning process for 
Hungry Valley, which began several 
years ago, my staff has met frequently 
with users, as well as the Hungry Val- 
ley Citizens Advisory Committee, and 
a task force comprised of all the federal, 
state, and local agencies having juris- 
diction in the area. This plan is an out- 
growth of those meetings. 

I want to assure you that the Depart- 
ment intends to manage this facility 
for all OHV interests while providing 
for the long-term availability of the 
area for OHV use. My staff has deter- 
mined that there are certain areas with- 
in Hungry Valley where open use 
would severely impact the land and 
would require extensive and expensive 
rehabilitation. Therefore, in these 
areas, less than open use will be pro- 
vided. 

You also expressed concerns about 
the Department providing OHV funds 
to the Bureau of Land Management. 
As you note, they manage their lands 
on a multi-purpose basis. Now that the 
Bureau of Land Management's Califor- 
nia Desert Conservation Area Plan has 
been approved, they may seek OHV 
funds for development of facilities at 
designated areas. If they do apply for 
grant funds, their projects will be ex- 
amined individually, and must com- 
pete with other federal, county, and 
city projects for the available monies. 
The Department will attempt to pr 
vide funds only for those projects which 
assure the best OHV recreational ex- 
periences available.

Mail order OK 


In the midst of all of the complaints 
on poor service and the unavailability 
of advertised equipment, I would like 
to make a comment in a better light. 

I have recently done business with 
two companies that advertise out of 
Cycle News. I called RPM (Racing 
Products for Motocross) late on a 
Wednesday afternoon to order a GP 
rear fender. He promised me the order 
would be filled the same day and sent 
out that evening. I received the fender 
Friday about noon (same week). 

At the same time, I have been doing 
business with White Brothers and a 
local Kawasaki dealership, having the 
engine on my KLX250 reworked. Part 
of this consisted of having the head 
sent to White Bros. and worked on. 
Round trip, the head took about 10 
days. Of all the parts ordered, only the 
cam was not in stock. They said it 
would be a short delay until it could be 
sent. This resulted in only about a 
week's delay. 

I guess the bottom line is not to be 
afraid to mail order your parts. Some- 
times hold ups will occur but for the 
most part, your order is handled very 
efficiently. 

Thanks. I have had real good luck 
with the companies in Cycle News. I 
have been able to locate equipment 
that I have looked for and was told 
that it's either not made, not made any- 
more, not made for my bike...

He now 
has 101 points with Howerton trailing 
at 91 and Bell in third with 88. Seattle 
doubleheader winner Darrell Shultz 
fought to fourth in the final and is now 
fourth in the standings with 84. 

Atlanta has been known for the 
poor weather that accompanies its 
Supercross races, but this year was an 
exception. Mild weather and rain-free 
skies brought out an estimated crowd 
of 45,500. Track conditions were 
good, and riders felt there were finally 
options to pass after the earlier Super- 
cross races this year. Numerous jumps, 
many sharp turns and the drop-away 
jump in the center of the field, called 
Stone Mountain, kept spectators pay- 
ing attention. 

Atlanta also became a testing 
ground as new equipment appeared. 
Team Yamaha brought in some new 
water-pumpers. "Its going to be a 
long series," said Bell. "We're going to 
have to start getting my bike together." 

Team Kawasaki also brought some 
new, items along., "I've sgt, a diffevent 


cylinder, piston and head, a different 
shock and a front disc (brake)," said 
Goat Breker. "I'm running an air- 
cooled bike but Warren (Reid) has a 
water-cooler." 

Team Honda went with air-cooled 
bikes for more agility in the corners 
and less complication, and Team 
Suzuki stayed with the same air-cooled 
bikes they have been winning on so far 
this year. 

"Our bikes are so simple; there's 
nothing extra on them. Just feel how 
light this thing is!" said Barnett as he 
effortlessly picked his Suzuki up off the 
stand. “All I did was cut the seat away 
so I can get back over the rear fender 
more easily." 


Preliminaries 

It's been a while since Marty Smith 
has topped a race, and his time came 
as heat one left the line. Smith led all 
the way, trailed by Honda's Rich 
Coon. Maico's Alan King came up to 
third over Yamaha-supported Kris 
Bigelow after a dice session, but 
Bigelow held off Honda's Steve Wise, 
who claimed the final transfer. Suzuki's 
Darrell Shultz tumbled over some hay- 
bales after trying a move on Coon 
early in the race. 

It looked like Goat Breker was going

Hannah, who came from the back. 
Honda's Donnie Hansen took fifth and 
pushed Broc Glover out of a transfer 
slot. 

Yamaha support rider Dave Hollis, 
who rides under a program headed by 
Bill Bell, Mike's dad, cleaned up in 
heat three. Hollis showed the way to 
Yamaha's Rick Burgett, who did a 
foot-off-the-peg stunt off Stone Moun- 
tain after taking second. Mike Bell 
tangled with Mark Murphy off the 
start and went down, but showed Super- 
cross style by coming up to third, dial- 
ing it on over the choppy sections to 
gain ground. Teammates Jim Gibson 
and Johnny O'Mara put their works 
Hondas into the 4-5 slots. 


Kent Howerton found himself on 
the ground 20 yards off the line in heat 
four. Honda's Chuck Sun took the lead 
but slid out, and then Florida Winter- 
AMA talent shined brightly as Kenny 
Keylon and Keith Oelerich put their 
support Yamahas into the 1-2 
positions. Howerton blazed to second 
and Keylon outrode him for most of 
the race, but with two laps to go Kent 
took over to win. Keylon, Oelerich and 
Sun followed, and Keystone/KTM rid- 
er Andy Stacy held off the charges of 
Rex Staten for his first career Super- 
cross transfer to the final. 


Yamaha teammates Broc Glover 
and Donnie Cantaloupi shared the first 
semi holeshot, and by the finish Broc 





had nine seconds on Donnie as the pair 
took the 1-2 transfer slots. Darrell 
Shultz started last and couldn't come 
up far enough to challenge. 

Florida's. Mike Twigg and Mark 
Murphy put their Yamahas into the 
second semi's 1-2 places, but Murphy 
bit the turf after going for the lead. 
Rex Staten came up to take over for 
the win, and Twigg outran Can-Am's 
Jim Holley, who was on a prototype 
water-cooler. 

Ricky Palmer headed the consolation, 
but Shultz went for broke and claimed 
the lead on lap one to finally get a slot 
on the final's starting grid. 


Final 

Barnett, Smith, Hollis and Hannah 
edged into the right hander as clutch 
levers flew when the gate dropped. 
Sun, the winner last year in Pr 2 
started last after going — in turn 
one. 

By lap two Barnett was already 
picking up time on a skirmish between 
Smith and Howerton. Hollis was 
fourth and Coon, Burgett and Bell slid 
in ahead of Hannah. 

The Smith/Howerton scrap con- 
tinued to lap 10, and Barnett was 
cooking through lappers. A fast lap 
had been one minute, three seconds, 
and Barnett was cutting 59 second laps! 
On lap 11 Howerton finally laid claim 
to second-and Bell used- a hard drive 


into and out of the turns to work into 
third. He made his move on lap 12 in 
whoops through the mechanics' area. 
By lap 13 Barnett had 15 seconds on 
Howerton, who in turn had five seconds 
on Bell. Then came Smith, Hansen 
and Hannah. Lap 14 saw Barnett start- 
ing to lap the top 10 and hauling 
through them two at a time. Howerton 
and Bell were using traffic to open 
their leads. 


Bell let it hang out on lap 18 and 
closed slightly on Howerton but never 
came up with a direct challenge. 
Barnett was on his way home, looking 
smooth as silk. His faultless line choice 
made him look like he was on rails. On 
lap 19 Shultz came up to match w 
with Hannah for fourth. Hanna 
bobbled in the mechanics’ area and 
Shultz stuffed in. With a few clips of 
the bars Shultz got the position; Han- 
nah didn’t look like the Hurricane of 
the past. 

Barnett coasted over Stone Mountain 
and past the finish line with 20 seconds 
on Howerton. Kent came across and 
collapsed across his bike, trying to get 
some wind. Bell took third and led 
Shultz and Hannah across the line. 
O'Mara worked through the pack for a 
creditable sixth place, and Smith 
maintained seventh over Hansen. 


"I bobbled a few times, but I had 
faith in my mechanic Jeff Clark and I 
knew my bike would last," said Barnett. 


"I got really light headed. I felt like 
I was a quarter throttle off,” said How- 
erton. “I’ve got so much mucus in my 
lungs I can’t breathe. I felt like I 
wanted to ride, but right from the 
start I thought I'd had it." 

"The track was easy to make a 
stupid mistake on," said Bell. “It got 
rutted and the bike wanted to steer 
itself. I was waiting for the two lap sign 
to move on Howerton, but I never got 
it. All I saw was the white flag. I think 
the points will be back and forth from 
here on in.” 

I don't know if I'm going slow or 
Aes re going fast," said Hannah.

Melton wins 
Stone Mountain

Mike “Snake” Melton, Team Husqvarna’s new- 
est member, worked his way over and around 
the rocks and trees of the 100-mile Stone Moun- 
tain National Enduro to take the overall by 


one point (18-19) over KTM's 
Darryl Kuenzer. Kuenzer copped 
the AA class win while KTM rid- 
er Eddie Keen took top spot in 
the A class. The B class overall went to 
Suzuki rider Ken Hayworth. 

“I did it and it feels great,” said 
Melton before the awards presentation. 
“It was a fun ride. Dick (Burleson) and 
I both had flats in the first section be- 
fore the gas stop. Luckily, there was a 
Husky right near where I had the prob- 
lem and I took the guy's rear wheel. 
That put me up on Dick because he 
had to ride about 10 miles before he 
got to change his. I just rode my own 
race, and picked my way through the 
rocks." 

Kuenzer threw caution to the win in 
the final sections. At that time he was 
one point behind Melton. "I knew Mike 
was a point ahead of me," said Kuenzer. 
“I also knew if I really charged what 
would happen. You can't ride hard 
through this rocky area and not expect 
a flat tire. I got more than my share — 
I flattened both tires about three miles 
before the finish.” 

For once, the weatherman and 
Mother Nature cooperated to provide 
riders with a beautiful day for riding. 
Weather for the event over its 24-year 
history has ranged from lousy to the 
ice and snow of last year's event. The 
nearly 100-mile run through the north 
Georgia mountains and a good portion 
of the Attachoochee National Forest 
saw over 400 riders leave the start and 
a high number of those finish. 

“I think the run was a good one," 
said KTM's Rod Bush. “I believe it was 
a bit hard on the B class riders, but 
that made it fine for AA and A class 
guys. Personally, I didn't have a very 
good day. It seemed.no matter what I. 


did, nothing went right." Bush dropped 
30 points, good for 16th overall. 

The rider ranks were filled with 
entries from those on their way to 
Daytona or just out for a good run. 
One such rider was Eddie Keen of 
Michigan, who hustled his KTM to a 
24-point total and the A class overall. 
His score was good enough to pick up 
10th overall. 

Overall in the B class was decided by 
one point in Ken Hayworth's favor. He 
tallied a 37 while Frank Price, aboard 
a Husky, was just one point back. 
Price settled for the Open B win. 

There was some very tight battling 
among the AA class ranks. Ron Ribolzi, 
one of two new members of Team 
True Sport, put his Kawasaki through 
its paces to come up with a 22 point 
total. The next eight riders in the over- 
all standings were separated by a scant 
two points. The tie breaker check crew 
worked overtime. 

Leading the trio at.23 points was 
KTM's Kevin Lavoie with Husky's 
Terry Cunningham and Kawasaki's 
Mark Hyde following. “I had a good 
time," said Lavoie. "It was fun and a 
good run." 


“I had a great day,” said Lavoie. 
“First I sheared my kick start lever off 
before the start. Then I sheared a 
second one. I rode the whole day with- 
out one and bump started the bike 
when I needed to.” ; 

"Cunningham isn't walking too well," 
observed one rider in the gas stop area, 
“but he sure is riding strong." Cunning- 
ham was thought to have bruised or 
broken his tail bone ina crash in the 
opening National of the season, but 
upon closer examination a cyst was 
found. "It's very uncomfortable," said

Hyde spent the day running with 
new Kawasaki teammate Vic Ely. “Vic 
and I had at it all day. I beat him in 
the final miles. He had me by one 
point going into that last section, but 
he got stuck in a traffic bottleneck and 
I beat him.”

Looking back, I should 
have ridden one more check since the 
section was an easy one and I might F Ye 
have lost only a minute or two. Un- à 
fortunately, that's hindsight.

Fero took vacation time to come to 
the run. He is now out of R&D at 
Yamaha and into the competition sup- 
port program. “I hope I'll be able to 
ride the rest of the series," said Fero.

"It's over now, and there's nothing 
that can be done about it. It's the 
coming season that matters now. All I 
want to say about last year is that as 
far as I am concerned I finished 
second, but on a legal bike," says 
Eddie. 

Lawson starts his '81 season at 
Daytona International Speedway, the 
same track that ended last year's 
program. It was there that a broken 
oil pipe on his Kawasaki had robbed 

him of a clear-cut points victory in the 





But oil on the rear tire had crashed 
him out of the hunt, and when Cooley, 
riding a Yoshimura Suzuki that had 
been allegedly illegally modified, had 
beaten Freddie Spencers Honda by 
the narrowest of margins for the win 
that had given him the crown. 

There were protests and counter- 
protests, until finally a three man AMA 
jury had listened to both sides in a 
special meeting in California. They 
decided in Suzuki's favor. 

But if Lawson is silent about the 
subject, he like the rest of the 





Kawasaki crew is determined to win 
the Superbike title in '81. The chances 
look good, he says. 

"The new bike is superb. It's not 
much faster than last years but it 
handles and stops so well," said 
Lawson after a three-day test session at 
Daytona. 

In fact Eddie liked his new bike so 
much he refused to go out at all on last 
season's model! 

Yet surprisingly Eddie is not that 
great a supporter of Superbike racing. 

"I don't really care for the class that 
much myself. I would prefer to be 
riding a Formula One bike, because 
that's real racing," says Eddie. 

"I think the reason Superbike racing 
has taken off as big as it has is because 
of the factory involvement. People 
want to watch Honda, or Suzuki, or 
Kawasaki or whatever racing each 
other. And that's not because people 
identify with their own machines out 
on the track," says Eddie. 

"If the same factories put the same 
effort into Formula One racing that 
would be the class.”

Europe as the place to go. 

"T'd love to race a full season in the 
250cc and 500cc world champion- 
ships, but that will just have to wait 
a while." 

One reason Lawson must wait is 
that Kawasaki wants him to win the 
Superbike title, of course. He will be 
their sole entry in the '81 series. 

Another is that the Kawasaki 
factory in Japan says that there is not 
yet any spare 500s for Lawson to race. 

He is bitterly disappointed at the 
news. So much so that he has already 
made up his mind that he will not even 
consider a place in the American team 
for the Easter Transatlantic Trophy 
Match Races in England. 

"I don't want to run against that 
kind of opposition on a four stroke," 
says Eddie. 

Lawson saw first hand just what sort 
of opposition there is in Europe with a 
two meeting trip to Europe. He raced 
in Belgium and Holland, but the trip 
was far from a success. 

A combination of machine 
problems and lack of experience were 
the cause of his problems. But he 
learned a great deal. 

"I'll make a much better show next 
time," vows Lawson. 

Considering his lack of road racing 
experience Eddie's progress had been 
little short of sensational. Though he 
started dirt racing at the tender age of 
nine, Eddie didn't sit on a road racer 
till March 1977. 

His debut was in the Novice race at 
Daytona, and on a 250 Yamaha 
supplied by his new dirt racing sponsor 
Ted Dan, Eddie had the best possible 
birthday present...a win! 

"After that I thought road racing 
was neat, so I kept going. In 1978 I 
had lots of problems at Daytona, but 
later that season at Sears Point I ran 
second to Freddie Spencer, in only my 
second outing as an Expert" says 
Eddie. 

Lawson has raced Spencer many 
times since then, and had his share of 
success. But Fast Freddie, the talented 
teenager has had far more publicity. 

It is something that needles Lawson 
a little, but he can still find time to 

. joke about it. 

Last season after winning the 250cc 
race at Daytona from 250cc World 
Champion Anton Mang and Spencer, 
Eddie unzipped his leathers to reveal a 
tee-shirt which asked "Who the hell is 
Freddie Spencer?" 

More recently Eddie has dubbed his 
rival "God," and tells his mechanics at 
race mectings from time to time to tell 
God that he is going to beat him that 
day! 

Lawson notched three wins in last 
season’s Superbike series, but has no 
illusions about his performance. 

“I know I wasn’t the fastest guy out 
on the track last year, but me and the 
bike were consistent. I always finished 
in the top three,” says Eddie. 

But having said that, Lawson 
believes that he is on a par with the 
rest of the American road racers. 

"I try to be realistic. I know in 
Europe I am still not that well known, 
but after this coming season, with a 
really competitive bike I think I can go 
a long way towards making a name for 
myself," says Eddie. 

His road racing career has put paid 
to a very promising dirt racing career. 
But Lawson has little regret about 
that. 

"I like dirt racing, but I like road 
racing too. One thing is certain, 
though, and that is my dirt track 
experience has stood me in good stead 
for the road," says Eddie. 

"When you get into a slide dir! 
racing, you think nothing of it, and 
your reactions have to be good in dirt 
racing. I think you could take almost 
any dirt tracker and turn him into a 
good road racer, but you could not 
turna road racer into a dirt racer.” ©

that a person could spend eight hours 
a day or more at the Speedway. 

Daytona International Speedway is 
unique for there is nowhere else in the 
global scale of road racing where 
riders and machinery are subjected to 
such stress as in the 200. (True, there 
will be an AMA Superbike 
Championship round at Daytona’s 
sister track Talladega, but that is a 
sprint race compared to the 200.) The 
3.87 mile combined oval/road course 
deals out more than its share of torture 
with a track that incorporates 30 
degree banking -- the resulting G- 
forces compress the suspension so that 
every variation in track surface feels 
like hitting a huge rock -- plus a 3,000 
plus foot backstretch leading to the 
very quick left-right, right-left of the 
chicane. The highest speed on the 
course is reached when the riders 
accelerate off the oval's fourth turn 
banking and just as quickly have to 
begin scrubbing off 100 mph or more 
to negotiate the entrance to the 
infield. 

The infield does not give the rider a 
chance to rest either since constant 
acceleration/deceleration demands all 
his or her constant attention. Every 
rider who tackles the course 
encounters the same whether he is 
competing in the Novice event or the 
200. The degree of difficulty varies 
only by the speed. There is no margin 
for error. 


Daytona 200 

The 200 has taken on a new look 
since the introduction last year of a 
change from F750 to Formula One 
rules. The ballgame is now 2-stroke 
versus 4-stroke rather than just 
guessing which Yamaha will win. The 
Yamaha 750 riders are still favorites 
because the track favors the lighter 
machine and its acceleration, but 
don't be surprised if there are one or 
more 4-strokes in the top five. 

Formula One rules allow 4-strokes 
up to 1025cc displacement 
(streamlined, any frame and 
suspension) to run with 2-stroke 500cc 
GP bikes plus 750cc 2-stroke F750 
machinery using carburetor 
restrictors. The change in ruling has 
created more interest in the racing and 
opened the door to more factory 
participation. 

This year there will be four factory 
squads in attendance with Yamaha 
being joined by 4-stroke entries from 
Honda, Kawasaki and Suzuki 
(through Yoshimura). 

Three-time 500cc World Champion 
Kenny Roberts heads the 140 or so 
entrants vying for a spot on the 80 
rider starting grid. Roberts, who 
lapped the entire field on his way to 
winning the 200 in 1978, will be 
Yamaha's sole factory entry. Roberts' 
crew will have to make a quick trip of 
10,000 miles from California to 
Yamaha's continental headquarters in 
Amsterdam to pick up his 750. 
Updating of the machine with which 
Roberts set a new qualifying record 
last year will be the order of business. 

AMA Superbike Champion Wes 
Cooley and Tourist Trophy World 
Champion Graeme Crosby (the Euro- 
pean version of Formula One) will repre- 
sent the Suzuki factory effort on bikes 
prepared by Yoshimura Racing. This 
year's efforts will see basically a new bike 
utilizing GP RG500-type single shock 
suspension in a new frame with 
Kayaba anti-dive front forks. The 
engine, according to a Yoshimura 
Racing spokesman, is, “Basically the 
same as last year although horsepower 
has been increased. A majority of the 
concentration is on the suspension.” 

Randy Mamola, who finished 
second to Roberts in the 500cc World 
Championship, would really like to 
give his 1981 500cc GP Suzuki a test in 
the 200. However, it ceris at this 


writing the Suzuki fact ctory in Japan v will 





not have enough bikes to allow 
Mamola to race. 

There will be only one bike fielded 
by Honda, but you can bet the effort 
and preparation will be enormous. 
Honda's rising star, Freddie Spencer 
will ride the bike and Spencer as well 
as Honda does not like to lose. He led a 
vast portion of the start and restart of 
last year's 200 on a Yamaha 750 
prepared by Erv Kanemoto until 
mechanical problems called a halt to 
his ride with 12 laps remaining and 
nearly a minute lead in hand. 

Spencer's bike will utilize a frame 
from Honda's Racing Services Center 
in Japan. The engine, according to 
team manager Ron Murikami, is a 
"wide open Superbike engine. Just 
about everything that was a problem 
last year has been scrutinized and, 
hopefully, corrected. Reliability is the 
key -- if you don't finish, it doesn't 
matter where you were running." 

"The 200 is a long race," said 
Spencer prior to a Friday, February 27 
test session in Daytona. "We'll just 
have to wait and see who's around at 
the finish. It could be very 
interesting." 

Contrary to the above, rumors 
persist that Honda will send in a 
special engine from Japan with the 
express purpose of grabbing Honda 
another 200 win. 

Initially, it was believed that 
Kawasaki would not field a Formula 
One effort, concentrating instead on 
the Superbike Championship. It was 
also thought if they did, they would 
contest the 200 with their contracted 
rider Eddie Lawson. Not so on both 
counts. Apparently Lawson and 
Kawasaki could not come to terms on 
money for his riding Formula One so 
Kawasaki was forced to look for 
another rider, contacting, among 
others, Rich Schlachter and David 
Emde. Schlachter declined and Emde 
got the job. 

A factory endurance racer like the 
one Lawson and Gregg Hansford rode 
to a second place finish in last year's 8 
Hours of Suzuka (Japan) will be 
modified for Daytona. It will 
incorporate a single shock suspension. 

There will be a second factory entry 
by Kawasaki -- the Moriwaki Kawasaki 
team. This effort is much like that of 
Yoshimura in that it is an outside 
funded R&D effort. The entries will be 
ridden by Englishman Roger Marshall 
and Australian Wayne Gardner. 
Marshall's entry will feature a box 
section aluminum frame with 
conventional swingarm and lay-down 
rear shocks while Gardner will have a 
more conventional frame. The power 
is from a Moriwaki-modified Kawasaki 
engine. 

There is one entry that should be 
looked at as at least semi-factory 
assisted -- that of Roberts/Lawwill 
Racing for Mike Kidd. With Kenny 
Roberts fielding his own team it seems 
fair to assume that the machinery will 
be nothing less than the best. Kidd will 
ride the injured Skip Aksland's bike. 
Aksland and Roberts are close friends 
and Aksland's machinery has always 

“had the benefit of at least some 
technical if not mechanical help from 
the factory. Kidd, although having 
road raced on just a few occasions 
recently, was one of the better road 
racers in the early to mid-1970 s. 

There are plenty of strong runners 
in the rest of the field. However, one 
we will not see is defending champ 
Patrick Pons. Frenchman Pons was 
killed in a racing accident late last 
year. He was the second foreign rider 
to win the 200 and then die in the 
same year. Finnish rider Jarno 
Saarinen, the 1973 winner, died in a 
GP accident that year. 

Dale Singleton, who won the 1979 
200 and finished second last year, and 
Gene Romero, ‘who’ won the 200 in 





1975, are the only previous (with 
Roberts) winners of the event entered. 

Singleton will be gunning for 
another win or at least a top three 
finish to hoist himself into the record 
books. Roger Reiman, Cal Rayborn 
and Dick Mann all collected back-to- 
back 200 wins, but could never put 
together a third consecutive top three 
finish. 

Singleton will be aboard an updated 
Yamaha TZ750 upon which he won 
the Pocono National last year. With 
over 200 miles of recent tire testing for 
Goodyear at Daytona behind him, 
Singleton says he is “ready” to do 
business. Singleton will have assistance 
from John Redding, his Australian GP 
mechanic, at Daytona. 

Romero, one of the most popular 
riders: around, will probably not 
compete. He split from his sponsor 
Don Vesco at the end of last season 
and hasn't firmed up another one. 

"Right now," said Romero on 
February 25, "the chances of me 
riding in the 200 are between slim and 
none. If things aren't right and I don't 
have a bike to believe I can win on 
then maybe it's better not to race. This 
will be the first Daytona 200 I've 
missed in a long time -- a very long 
time." 

Two-time U.S. Road Racing 
Champion Richard Schlachter has not 
had very good racing luck in the 200. 
He will be looking to break that jinx. 
“I don't have a major sponsor this 
year," said Schlachter. “The bike is 
the one I used last year but has been 
completely rebuilt from the ground 
up. I expect to have a very good race." 

David Aldana, who broke while 
battling for the lead with Dale 
Singleton in the final laps of the 1979 
200 and put a Yoshimura Suzuki 4- 
stroke in sixth last year (he protested 
he finished second, but it was 
disallowed), will have a "very fast" 
bike for the 200. Aldana will ride a 
Yamaha fielded by Yamaha Motor 
Canada’s Bob Work and Bonneville 
veteran Don Vesco. Work-prepped 
bikes won the 1977 200 and finished 
fourth and second, respectively, in 
1978 and 79. 

Gina Bovaird, Carter Alsop and 
Wendy Epstein, the only women road 
racers to hold an expert license, are 
also on the entry list. Bovaird, who 
became the first female rider to 
qualify for the 200 last year, will again 
ride her Yamaha TZ500 GP bike. 
Both Alsop and Epstein feel more at 
home on production motorcycles and 
will attempt to qualify 4-stroke Suzukis 
-- basically their Superbike entries. 

There are plenty of riders too 
numerous to name who have a shot at 
cracking into the top ten. The 200 is 
just that, 200 miles of flat out racing 
and just being there at the finish, as 
opposed to being in contention, can be 
very, very difficult. oed ec 


The biggest question is are the 4- 


strokes a threat to the 2-stroke 
domination? The bikes have come a 
long way in a years time. The 
Superbike Championship (in this 
country) has been a very good proving 
ground. The lap times at Daytona in 
the final Superbike round were nearly 
four seconds faster than the year's 
opening round on the same track. 
Translate that power into a new bike 
with any frame you wish and 
streamlining and you have a viable 
Formula One contender. There are 
many pluses and minuses to debate. 
Only time will tell. 

However, what it really boils down 
to in the end is still a good shake from 
Lady Luck. If you don’t think so, ask 
Kenny Roberts. This is Roberts’ tenth 
visit. He has been and still remains the 
odds-on favorite in the 200. Yet he's 
only won once. 

Superbike 100 

In past years the Superbike event 
has been one of the most looked 
forward to races of Cycle Week. This 
year is no exception. If you've never 
heard the thundering power of 80 4- 
strokes roaring into the first turn on 
the opening lap or the symphony of 
sounds -- distinct by brand and even 
within brand -- during gear-changing 
in the infield then you're in for a treat. 

Over the past few seasons the 
balance of power has shifted 
overwhelmingly to the Japanese four 
cylinder machines of Honda, Suzuki 
and Kawasaki. Yamaha does not 
compete since they do not 
manufacture a readily adaptable 
model that falls within the 
displacement -- 1025cc maximum -- 
limits of the class. Unfortunately, the 
days when BMW, Ducati, Moto-Guzzi 
and Laverda twins were contenders is 
no longer around. However, that has 
not stopped them from hanging in 
there keeping everyone honest. 

Defending Superbike 100 champ 
Graeme Crosby of Australia and AMA 
Superbike Championship titlist Wes 
Cooley head the list of entries which 
hover around the 100 mark. The pair 
will be Yoshimura Suzuki mounted. At 
this writing Yoshimura was still 
planning on. using GS1000-based 
engines. Perhaps that leaves the door 
open to something from Japan. The 
swingarm will be boxed aluminum: 
The bike will be updated. 

AMA rules have been rewritten 
following the controversy involving a 
frame modification by Yoshimura 
which arose in the final round of the 
championship. Last year's rules were 
loosely interpreted and loosely 
enforced. In short, everyone bent 
them. This year everything that was 
illegally but universally used last year 
is now basically legal. The definition 
of the frame has been narrowed to the 
main engine cradle. In addition, 
cutting the steering head and the use 








of accessory swingarms is allowed. 

There will be a three rider team 
from Honda — Freddie Spencer, who 
finished second in last year's event, 
new team rider Mike Spencer, and 
support team rider Roberto Pietri. 
Suspension, as with most others, has 
been the main area of concentration 
on the updating of last year's models. 
The bikes will use different forks, a 
boxed chromoly swingarm and Ohlins 
shocks. 

The bikes Eddie Lawson and David 
Emde will ride for Team Kawasaki will 
have a new chassis. According to a 
spokesman for Kawasaki, "The bikes 
will use the 1981 (KZ) 1000 chassis. 
The engineers have done a fine job of 
designing it and there will be no 
changes whatsoever. There will be no 
changes in the engine (KZ1000 based), 
just continuing development and a lot 
of time on the dyno." 

As in the Formula One event, 
Moriwaki will field a two rider 
Kawasaki team of Roger Marshall and 
Wayne Gardner. The bikes will be 
updates of last year's bikes with more 
emphasis on engine development. 

With the posting of $2,000 each in 
bonus money by Honda, Kawasaki 
and Suzuki for the top ten placing 
privateers on each respective make, 
the privateer battle takes on added 
emphasis. 

Chuck Parme took fifth place in the 
final Superbike Championship 
standings last season. It was the best by 
a privateer. Parme will be back this 
season and Kawasaki mounted. He 
leads a growing list of strong entries 
who will be battling to break the 
factory domination of the top finishing 
spots. 

International Lightweight 

The International Lightweight 
event is probably the best display of a 
tuner's talent. The bottom line 
everyone shoots for is extra 
horsepower, but measured in small 
quantities like one or two rather than a 
handful with the bigger bikes. 
Theoretically, everyone starts . out 
equal. 

The keys are an extra edge in 
borsepower, streamling so as not to 
lose any of that edge, a very smart 
rider who knows how to use the draft 
to his advantage and a rider who 
doesn't weigh any more than he has to. 
A difference of eight pounds between 
two riders could cost the heavier a one 
horsepower loss. 

The racing is usually so close that 
the Speedway brings out a camera 
to film the finish so there will be no 
doubt about the winner. Actually, the 
close racing extends throughout the 
field. Although they may not be 
challenging for a top position, the 
racing usually breaks up into rider 
groups which depend upon each other 
and the draft to pull them along. 

^^ There is little factory: participation 
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in the event. This year only two bikes 
can be considered factory entries and 
both of those come from Kawasaki. 

West German Anton Mang, in the 
past five years, has made a habit of 
being among the top five in the 
International Lightweight race. He 
has never won it. During that time he 
was also becoming one of the best 
250cc riders in the world. This year he 
comes to Daytona wearing the 250cc 
World Championship crown having 
wrested it from. Kawasaki factory rider 
Kork Ballington with a private entry. 
Mang now also has full Kawasaki 
factory backing and the British press 
speculates that Mang's showing could 
foretell how the rest of the season will 
look. 

There will be plenty of company for 
Mang, of the 110 entries nearly 40 are 
foreign. 

The other Kawasaki entry will be 
Eddie Lawson. Present plans call for 
Lawson to use belt drive (rather than 
chain drive) as seen on Kawasaki's 
KZ440 street bike. The belt drive was 
experimented with last year, but 
without a stock of gearing ratios it was 
found to have drawbacks. This year 
they apparently have a variety to’ 
choose from. 

Lawson won last year's event riding 
a Yamaha. The finish was a squeaker 
as Lawson finished just feet ahead of 
Mang who had only inches on Freddie 
Spencer. 

The Roberts/Lawwill racing .entry 
of Jimmy Filice should fall under the 
factory support banner. Filice blitzed 
the Novice field last year on a Yamaha 
supported bike and should receive just 

„as much help this year eyen, if, the , 


sponsorship name is different. 

Among the rest of the field Rich 
Schlachter, Dan Chivington, Bruce 
Maus, Gennady Liubimsky, Craig 
Morris, and Rusty Sharp stand out. 
That six pack fought many exciting 
duels during the season and are all 
tough competitors. 

The event also highlights some of 
the up and coming talent which 
advanced from the Novice ranks, 
among them Sam McDonald, Bobby 
Behel and Nobuhiro Nakamura. 
Unfortunately, some advanced riders 
who are not 18 will be excluded from 
racing because the event is FIM 
sanctioned and there is an age limit 
due to the sanction; The AMA 
apparently did not see fit to cover that 
aspect in the X supplementary 
regulations. 

Novice 

The Novice event is always a good 
one to watch, for it is usually the 
proving ground for tomorrow's stars. 
The 80 rider starting field usually 
breaks up into groups very quickly. 
Who has learned how to handle the 
speed of Daytona and who hasn't 
quickly becomes evident. 

Battle of the Twins 

The idea behind the Battle of the 
Twins was to give the riders of twins 
their own race outside the Superbike 
round. It was supposed to be a fun 
event, but has developed into another 
-- possible -- classic confrontation. 

The entry list shows over 100 
interested souls riding everything from 
Norton and Triumph to Harley- 
Davidson, Vincent, Ducati, Laverda, 
Moto-Guzzi, Moto-Morini, BSA and 


BMW. A couple of the entries will be. . 





piloted by name riders. 
Supercross 

Who's it going to be in Daytona 
Supercross ‘81? Will it be another 
upset year as in '80 when Rex Staten 
came out on top, or will a more 
traditional winner come up with the 
bottle of champagne? 

Supercross talents differ from those 
needed in a National MX round. 
Supercross is tight with numerous 
jumps at a slower pace while National 
MX racing caters to higher speeds and 
the use of natural terrain. Daytona 
brings these course traits together into 
an event many riders say is more like a 
National--longer straights, more areas 
to pass and wider turns. 

Last year Rex Staten and Marty 
Smith went at it until the checkered 
flag fell and Rex took the win. He was 
riding with Team Yamaha and things 
went right--until The Rocket started 
in with a string of injuries that 
eventually put him off the team roster 
in '81. Staten is entered as a privateer, 
so watch for number 26, this time on 
his own Yamaha. 

Number 26. That was Marty 
Smith's number last year when he 
chased Staten and came in second. 
Smith was a new Team Suzuki 
member at the time, and that ride had 
many believing the bionic boy of the 
mid-'70s was back, on the way to his 
fourth National Championship or a 
Supercross title. But Smith never 
really got things clicking. Many have 
not given up faith that Smith can 
make a comeback, including Mark 
Blackwell, Suzuki's team manager who 
kept Marty with the team in '81. If you 


were a fan of Smith's in the past, keep. 
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an eye out for number 11. 1981 might 
be his year. à 

Then there's the regular winners 
who are always in the hunt. Defending 
Supercross champ Mike Bell, who uses 
his six foot, three inch frame to grab 
traction wherever he goes; Kent 
Howerton, the reigning 250cc 
National and Trans-USA Champion 
who is due for his share of wins and 
who won the Anaheim Supercross 
opener this year; Mark Barnett, the 
current 125cc National champion who 
scored a Supercros win at New 
Orleans last year and who is always 
there waiting for someone to make a 
mistake; Chuck Sun, the 500cc; 
National Champion who won at 
Atlanta last year and who relies on his 
mind as much as his body to win; Broc 
Glover, the three time 125cc National 
Champion who scored four Supercross 
wins last year and is always a threat on 
any displacement bike. 

We can't forget that Bob Hannah is 
back and may be seeing the finish line 
first at Daytona. So far this season The 
Hurricane has been gauging his 
recovery at a steady pace and is still 
having trouble with his timing. Can 
Hannah turn up the wick and regain 
his Banzai style of riding at Daytona? 
Only time will tell. 

Then the Supercross success of 1981 
comes to mind. Team Suzuki's Darrell 
Shultz pulled in back-to-back wins in 
the Seattle doubleheader in rounds 
two and three this year, and he might 
be pumped enough to do it again at 
Daytona. Shultz was known as a 
crasher in other Supercross races, but 
claims a steady pace with less mistakes 
is his answer to winning this year. 

Never put the other fast guys out of 
your mind either, Jim Gibson, 1980 
Superbikers winner Steve Wise, 
Donnie Hansen and Warren Reid all 
posted a top ten finish in last year’s 
final Supercross standings, and all 
could win. 

Last but never least, keep your eyes 
peeled for the self, shop and accessory 
sponsored riders. They comprise most 
of the field and are all looking for a 
factory ride, and the best way to get 
one is by winning. Pick a privateer and 
cheer him on. He may be the star of 
the show. 

One rider who won't see the start 
gate this year is Jimmy Weinert, who 
has gone into semi-retirement. The 
Jammer posted two Daytona 
Supercross wins and is remembered for 
his hands off the bars victory jump 
after passing Hannah feet from the 
finish to win the Daytona Supercross in 
"79. Weinert threw in the towel--and 
his factory ride with Kawasaki--after 
last years Daytona race due to 
differences with Kawasaki concerning 
the modification of his bike. Though 
the Jammer wasn't in contention for a 
win last year, he brought as big of a 
roar from the crowd as Staten did for 
winning. A tip of the duckbill to you 
Jammer, so long. 


Supporting events 

There are two other road racing 
events at the Speedway. Both take 
place on Wednesday. The first is the 
AMA National Championship 
Amateur Road Races. This is the 
opening round of the championship. 
It will be run over only the infield 
course at the speedway. There are nine 
classes run. 

The Vintage GP road race will 
follow the amateur program. The race 
has drawn plenty of vintage machinery 
including a 250cc 6-cylinder Honda 
GP bike. The event will also be run on 
the short course. 

If you like a little variety then while 
you're watching the road race you 
should hustle over to the amateur MX 
for a bit and then take in the observed 
trials taking place on the banks of the 
infield lake. Three shows for the price 
of one. How can youbeatthat?.. . e 








Daytona '81 


The foreign 
invaders 


By Chris Carter 


Graeme Crosby had the chance 
to climb on board the special, 
lightweight GS1000 Yoshimura 
Suzuki that he and Wes Cooley 
will ride in this years Daytona 200 
when he flew out to japan last 
November to try the new Suzuki 
Grand Prix bikes: 

“This bike is good enough to win the 
200 on," said Crosby when he returned, 
and who are we to argue with him? 

Certainly the combination of either 
Crosby or Cooley on one of the big 
four-strokes must rank as a strong 
contender for number one spot. 

Crosby is considered by many 
people to be the best four-stroke rider 
in the world, and based on his 1980 
record that must be close to the truth. 

A debut win at Daytona in the Bell 
Helmets Superbike 100 was followed 
up with some tremendous rides at the 
Isle of Man TT races, where he 
finished second in a highly 
controversial Formula One TT to the 
Honda of Mick Grant. 

Later in the year Croz won the 
Ulster Grand Prix at Dundrod, and 
with Joey Dunlop relegating Grant to 
third place, the New Zealander 
clinched the TT Formula One world 
title. 

He didn’t win the British Formula 
One crown, though, that went to 
Grant thanks to some early season 
problems through a mixture of minor 
mechanical problems and clashes with 
the GPs in Europe. 

But in July, Croz and Cooley went to 
Japan and won the Suzuka 8 Hour 
race, and even in the British MCN- 
Duckhams Superbike championship 
rounds, still dominated by the two- 
strokes from Yamaha and Suzuki, 
Crosby thrashed his GS1000 round to 
make life difficult for the others. Yes, 
Crosby rules the four-strokes. But 
winning the Daytona 200? Well, that's 
seems like a tall order. Crosby's rival 
for most of the season has been Grant. 
Now, ironically, the pair are virtually 
teammates both riding Yoshimura 
Suzukis this year. 

The relationship between Crosby 
and Grant was more than just cool 
after the Isle of Man TT when Mick 
was accused of using an oversize fuel 
tank on the winning Honda. 

Since then the pair have become 
much better friends, and with Honda 
deciding that they did not want Grant 
for the coming season it has created a 
situation where both men, for very 
different reasons, are keen to win any 
race, but equally important, 
determined to beat Honda! 

Grant has raced at Daytona before, 

' of course. He is old enough, and wise 
enough to know what is needed to win 
the race. Whether his privately owned 
Yoshimura Suzuki, built in England 
with help from Suzuki GB, is good 
enough remains to be seen. 

One thing is certain, though, and 
that is there will be no repeat of the 
TT fiasco for the Yorkshireman. He 
phoned me at Daytona several weeks 
ago specifically to check the maximum 
size of the fuel tank. 

The other . competitive . four-stroke 








entries in the Daytona 200 from 
overseas comes in the shape of 
Moriwaki Kawasakis to be raced by 
Britains Roger Marshall and 
Australian Wayne Gardner. 

Marshall, until this season a key 
figure in the very successful George 
Beale Racing-team in England on 750 
Yamahas and 1000 Hondas, had one of 
his best-ever seasons in 1980. 

Right until the very end he was in 
with a chance of winning the Formula 
One Series, the MCN Duckhams 
Superbike championship and a three 
round televised event at Donington 
Park. As it turned out Roger did not win 
any of them, but for a privateer to 
challenge so strongly the works backed 
teams is impressive. 

Roger has switched to the Moriwaki 
team for this year, and it could turn 
out a shrewd move. World-wide, 
Yoshimura has established them- 
selves as number one in. engine 
preparation, and that means that 
Moriwaki must try even harder than 
ever to overtake them, 

At the age of 29, Roger, a married 
man with a young son, turned full 
time professional last year, and the 
freedom of full time racing improved 
his results. He could be a top six 
finisher at the very least. 

Wayne Gardner is a much younger 
man. At 21, Wayne is one of Australia's 
top riders, putting the icing on a 
promising career by winning last year's 
Castrol Six Hour race on a Honda. 

The race, for strictly controlled 
stock production bikes is the biggest 
race Down Under and is well worth 
winning in terms of financial and 
material assistance. 

Wayne made history by being the 
youngest rider in New South Wales to 
be granted a Grade "A" licence, the 
top sphere in Australia, and has won a 
lot of fans and a lot of races since then. 

It is too much to expect him to win, 
first time out. But he too is another 
newcomer to keep an eye on. 

Another newcomer who makes his 
Daytona debut this year is Italian 
Graziano Rossi. From out of the blue a 
telex to Daytona International 
Speedway a week ago announced that 
Rossi would race the new, four 
cylinder Morbidelli in the 200. 

Last year Rossi, a former school 
teacher of pre-school children was in 
the factory Suzuki backed team of 
Roberto Gallina. But a few incidents 
in the season, not the least being when 
he brought down teammate Marco 
Lucchinelli in the 500cc event at the 
Belgian GP at Zolder early in the race, 
did not impress the Japanese factory. 
The final straw came when Rossi, one 
of the most vocal critics of the 
Nurburgring circuit for last year's 
West German GP, pulled out of the 
race in protest after just a few laps. 

Morbidelli wanted him though, and 
Rossi, who made his name riding the 
very fast 250cc Morbidelli in the 1979 
season returned to the fold. 

One of the most colorful characters 
in the sport, Rossi will brighten up 
Daytona, but the question mark over 
the reliability of the new machine 
makes victory doubtful. 

It would be a surprise if either of the 
two Sonauto-Gauloises entries -- 
Christian Sarron and. Marc .Fontan-- 











win the Daytona 200 either. 

Sarron, a great friend and 
teammate of the late Patrick Pons, has 
been sadly out of touch for some time, 
thanks to a string of very nasty crashes. 
The death of Pons was a tremendous 
blow to the slightly-built, sensitive 
Christian‘ who is physically far 
removed from his paddock nick-name 
of Tarzan, and it will be some time 
before he will be back to his best, I 
suspect. 


Sarron's new teammate, Marc Fontan 
is a very talented rider, and the 
current Endurance World Champion. 
But there is a world of difference 
between Daytona and the Bol d'Or! 
Lack of experience at this sort of 
racing will prevent Fontan being a 
serious contender. 

Another Frenchman, Bernard Fau, 
on the other hand is a very 
experienced Daytona runner, and if 
the Parisian sponsorship deal this year 
is big enough to provide him with good 
machinery he could be a good outside 
bet. 

Just as experienced, and just as 
talented is little Japanese ace Sadao 
Asami. He is always a man to watch, 
no matter what the race, or machine. 
He will go the distance and lap quick 
enough to be in the hunt. 

Dutchmen Boet van Dulmen and 
Jack Middelburg are both very 
successful Grand Prix competitors and 
on their day can beat anyone. 
Middelburg destroyed the opposition, 
Mamola and Roberts included, at last 
years Dutch TT at Assen, but 
somehow I cannot see Jumping Jack, 
now Suzuki mounted for the season, 
winning Daytona's big one. 

Van Dulmen, on the other hand is a 
much better prospect. Boet was third 
last year, and complained after the 
race that he had made a mess of the 
race tactics. He waited too long for the 
big guns to fall out, and was slow to 
quicken his pace when Freddie 
Spencer retired. This year Boet could 
well improve on third place. 


In Friday's Bell Helmets 
Superbike 100 mile race the overseas 
challenge is not so strong in depth, but 
is still good enough to make life 
difficult for the American fancied 
riders. 

Crosby won last year and surprised a 
few folks. But he is the first to admit 
that things went well for him. 

"Last year there were only two or 
three really strong challengers, and 
breakdowns went in my favour. This 
year the entry list is much more 
impressive. I'm not going to say I can 
win, but I think unless I do something 
silly, or luck is dead against me, I'll be 
in the hunt," says Croz. 

Roger Marshall and Wayne 
Gardner wheel out their Moriwaki 
Kawasakis, and they too will add a 
spot of zest to the proceedings. 

From Japan two riders Nobuo Kubo 
and Takumi Ito will race their Team 
Honey Bee Hondas. I've never heard 
of either of them, but from the Land 
of the Rising Sun that means precious 
little! 

But perhaps it is the ranks of 
Saturdays 250cc International 
Lightweight race that the foreign 
entries look most intriguing. 

Little needs saying about West 
German Anton Mang. Second in last 
years race and the current 250cc 
World Champion, Toni will ride the 
latest factory Kawasaki. 

Last year's bike was a 1979 machine 
much worked on by his mechanic and 
tuner. But the Kawasaki team have 
taken him back to their ranks and he 
will be on very latest "Green Meanie" 
this time. 

The favorable European results for 
the Rotax powered Cottons were not 
enough to stop the small British 
factory going bankrupt in a big way in 











the winter. But out of the ashes rose 
the Armstrong Engineering backed 
machine built in Bolton by CCM, the 
MX people. 

A trio of Armstrongs fly out for their 
first taste of international 
competition, and what a christening 
for any bike. They have yet to be 
raced, and must compete against the 
latest offerings from Kawasaki and 
Yamaha! 

The riders, fortunately, are tried 
and tested. Steve Tonkin, a fiery lad 
from the wilds of Cumberland, is the 
reigning British 250cc champion, and 
though he has never been to Daytona 
before, his all out style could put him 
in the reckoning in Saturday's race. 

Clive Horton, the 30-year-old from 
Darby, has been one of Britain's best 
125cc and 250cc GP racers for the past 
few seasons. 

Jeff Sayle, a wily old Aussie, had a 
tremendous run of success in Britain 
last year on his 350cc Yamaha, and 
was a regular points scorer in the 
World Championships. All three have 
the skill to do well, if the bikes are 
competitive! Horton and Sayle are not 


the. only regular GP  contenders, 
though. 
Didier de Radigues is one of 


Europe's most promising riders. The 
Belgian was one of the three riders 
involved in the tragedy at Mosport a 
couple of years ago during the 
Formula 750cc race, but since 
recovering he has rapidly made a 
name for himself. 

Dutchmen Klaas Hornamdt and 
Peter Looyestoijn are also GP regulars 
with plenty of successes. Klaas in 
particular is a good 250cc competitor, 
and must be in line for a top six place. 

Ulsterman Graham Young was 
another man to chase all over Europe 
last season. Lack of cash, and 
unbelievable bad luck made it a year 
to forget, but Graham has overcome 
his disappointments, and found new 
backers. 

Conor McGinn and Jackie Hughes 
are good road racers back home in 
Ulster, too, but Daytona is a tough 
task for anyone, and only Donny 
Robinson is likely to find his form. 

Donny has replaced Ron Haslam, 
now full time Honda factory rider, as 
the number one in Mal Carter's 
Pharoah team. He is fast, brave, and 
ambitious. 

Martin Wimmer is recognized as 
Germany's most promising youngster. 
A stylish young rider, Martin made his 
international debut in Europe last year 
and made steady progress. A Daytona 
outing will be good experience, but do 
not expect too much. 

If anyone wanted proof that life 
does begin at 40 then Barry Smith is 
living proof. The Australian was a star 
on the GP trail in the sixties, and 
raced for a number of factories, 
including Bultaco, and won a couple 
of GPs. 

Then he went back to Australia, 
opened up some motorcycle shops and 
seemed happy to retire. But the racing 
bug was still in him. He returned to 
Europe in 1979, won the Formula 3 
world title, and was back again last 
year only to break his leg badly in a 
rare crash at the Dutch TT. 

Now 41-years-old Barry is back for 
another full season. Watch out you 
youngsters! 

Peter Balaz makes his Daytona 
debut this year, and though the Czech 
international will not pull up any 
trees, its good to see one of the Iron 
Curtains countries’ best men venturing 
out into the West. 

Finally, keep an eye on Eduardo 
Aleman, who with his brother 
Alejandro from Venezuela make up 
the small South American contingent. 
Not in the Johnny Cecotto mold, 
maybe, but Eduardo is good and — 
be in the hunt.

Gina Bovaird, the first woman to qualify 
for the Daytona 200, talks about herself, 
racing and being a woman where few 


other women tread. 


This is her first 


interview since returning from the 
Suzuka Eight Hours in Japan, where she 


broke her hand. 
By James T. Thoma 


What were you doing in Japan? 
Riding a Moriwaki Kawasaki Formula 
One bike. I was racing in England 
when I received a telex from John 
Ulrich, of Cycle World magazine, who 
had tracked me down to Brands Hatch 
after three weeks of looking. His telex 
said that Mamoru Moriwaki--who is a 
close friend of John's--wanted me to 
ride one of his bikes in the Suzuka 
Eight Hours, and that he (John) would 
be my co-rider if 1 accepted. 

The first thing I thought when I got 
the telex was ‘Gee, this really sounds 
great.’ I mean this was my first 
sponsored ride. It was sort of like a 
dream come true. You just come to a 
racetrack, sling a leg over a bike and 
go. The bike was prepared for me, the 
mechanics were there, they had just 
taken care of everything. It was lovely. 
I didn’t have to worry about shipping 
the bike. I didn't have to worry about 
any of the little details. I could just 
worry about riding. It makes you ride 
so much better if you can just worry 
about one thing--riding. 

But this was it. It was a really good 
opportunity for me, but then again, it 
was a really hairy move. I had never 
ridden a four stroke, never been in an 
endurance race. A lot of people said 
that I wouldn't be able to ride a four 
stroke and couldn't last eight hours. 

Riding the bike was different. It was 
a lot heavier than my TZ500, and you 
can feel that weight up high, when 
you're flipping it into a corner. It 
doesn’t stop nearly as well, and it 
doesn't go as fast, but it accelerates. 
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One thing, when the bike hits you, it 
hits you. That extra 40 kilos really 
gives you a good swat. It flipped me off 
awfully quick. 

You're talking about your crash, of 
course. How did it happen? 

I went out in practice early in the 
week, and started out doing 2:42 laps, 
but ended up doing 2:32. That's the 
way I usually like to approach a 
circuit, especially a circuit I don't 
know, like Suzuka. I start out at a slow 
pace, check the course for oil or 
anything the first lap and warm up the 
tires. Then, every time I go through a 
corner I say to myself, maybe, if I take 
a little wider line there, maybe I could 
go through a little faster next time. 
And I try it the next time. I always 
have to know what my lap times are 
when I come in, even if it's pouring 
rain. I always want to know because 
from that I can judge how much time 
Im gaining and I can tell if I'm 
making up a little time here and a 
little time there. I work on things to try 
to make the lap times better. 

But the crash? The first thing I was 
thinking was, ‘How did that happen?’ 
Because there was just, there was no 
warning and there was no reason it 
should have happened. It just did. 
The next thing I thought about was 
Moriwaki’s bike. Naturally the first 
time you ride someone else's 
motorcycle you certainly don't want to 
throw it down. But that's the way it 
goes, too. If you don't push it...I 
mean, I could go out and do 2:50 laps 
all day and never crash, but if you 














don't push it, what's the point? 

Wasn't the situation similar to the 
one you faced at Daytona, where 
there were some people who said you 
couldn't do it, you couldn't ride a 
TZ500 after only riding a TZ250? 
Some people said that you shouldn't 
try to ride a four stroke 1000cc at 
Suzuka, that it was too big for you. 
Once you had fallen down, did you 
worry that they would say *I told you 
so’? 

No. That doesn't have anything to do 
with falling down. Because I fell down 
doesn’t mean that I’m any less of a 
rider. Wes Cooley fell down during 
practice for Suzuka, too. Does that 
make him less of a rider? No. It just 
means that he made a mistake and 
didn't get away with it. A lot of people 
have made mistakes and gotten away 
with it. 

I heard, though, that the first thing 
Wes said to John after I crashed was ‘I 
told you so!’ 

That seems a little antagonistic, but 
you’ve seen that before. Is it true that 
some riders were actually betting 
money that you couldn’t ride a 500 at 
Daytona? 

Yeah. Well, maybe I would have 
gotten into the betting too, because it 
was a big jump. I know that I am a 
very determined person, and when I 
decide to do something, I can usually 
pull it off. But entering Daytona was a 
pretty hairy move on my part, just to 
jump into it. A 500 is a very difficult 
bike to ride, and it goes very fast on 
the straightaway. A lot of people-- 
men--don't belong on the 250s at 
Daytona, let alone 500s. A lot of the 
things that happened at Daytona 
made me go as well as I did there. One 
of those things was that a lot of people 
said that I just couldn't do it. It egged 
me on a little bit. There was 
something I had to prove. The first 
time I went onto the banking, I didn’t 
want to hold the throttle open either, 
but there was just so much pressure 
behind me, so many people behind 
me, that I just did. 





Carter Alsop, the first woman to get 
an AMA professional license, has 
said in public that you got the TZ500 
she should have been given, free, due 
to a mistake made at Yamaha. How 
did you get your 500? 

To get the 500 all I had to do was 
come up with $14,000. I had to make 
a lot of phone calls to Ken Clark. First 
he said he was going to give me one 
(sell me one), then he wasn't. Finally I 
told him that I was going to be racing 
in Europe, and I guess that he decided 
that Europe was a good place for a 500 
to go. Coming up with the 
money...well, I just spent every penny 
I had. I'm a very impulsive person. I 
get an idea in my head that I want 
something, that I have to do 
something, then I usually just go 
berserk until I do everything I can to 
get to that goal. 

That's also what happened when I 
decided that I wanted to run the 
expert race, the 200, at Daytona. I just 
got the idea into my head and 1 wasn't 
going to let it go until it happened. 

It took a lot of phone calls to the 
AMA. They had held only three races 
the year before, so there just wasn't 
any way to accumulate enough points 
to advance in three races. It wasn't a 
fair system. They cancelled two races. 
I finally badgered them into doing a 
recommendation thing. It turned out 
that a lot of people got 
recommendations who should never 
have been experts. But you know, a lot 
of people probably say that I shouldn't 
be an expert, either. 

But I think that I did very well at 
Daytona. You have to start 
somewhere, racing against experts. 
The 500 went fairly well there, but I 
was very nervous because I wasn't sure 
whether I was going to be able to do it, 
and I had never ridden a 500 before. 1 
always had doubts. Would I really be 
able to go out there and do it? I asked 
myself that all the time. 

The only way I stopped getting 
nervous, the way I approached it, was 
to have target lap times every day. I 











figured that if I could go out on the 
first day of practice and match my best 
250 time from the year before, that 
would be good. 

As it worked out, I went out on the 
first day and easily matched my best 
250 time, which made me really feel 
confident. I was going a lot faster than 
some of the people I had raced against 
as a Novice the year before, people 
who had just gotten 750s, so I really 
felt confident. 

Ok. You went to Daytona and 
qualified 42nd out of 80 starters. You 
are a woman on the cutting edge of 
equal opportunity or equal rights. 
But at the same time, if you weren't a 
woman and you were qualifying 
42nd at Daytona and crashing at 
Suzuka, you couldn't get your foot in 
the door at any place to talk about 
sponsorship, and we wouldn't be 

oing this interview right now. How 
do you reconcile the concept of 


“equal rights” and 
sponsorship/ publicity due to 
gender? 


When I first got my novice license and 
started doing professional races, 1 
always wanted to be on equal ground. 
I never did anything to generate 
publicity. I never went to a potential 
sponsor and said ‘Hey, look, I was the 
first woman to do this, first woman to 
do that.’ I was just strictly on equal 
ground. 

And you're right. My career has 
been pretty mediocre, in the whole 
scheme of things, judged as if I were a 
man. 

But on the other hand, I like to 
think that I have a message. It isn't 
that what I am doing is important, 
although there is no other woman 
having the degree of success at 
roadracing that I have. But I think 
that it is important that I get the 
message across to other women that 
you can do anything you want to do if 
you want it badly enough. That's all I 
have. I don't have any special ability to 
ride a motorcycle. I don't have 
anything different, I’m just like every 





other woman in a lot of respects. The 
only difference is that in roadracing 
I'm very determined and 1 realized a 
long time ago that if I really wanted 
something bad enough that I could 
have it. 

I really want to do well in road 
racing. Of course, if I want to do well I 
have to have some money behind me 
so I can buy equipment, so, 
unfortunately, I have to play up the 
woman angle. 

But now we know that a woman 
racer can be in the field. Now I want 
to excel as a racer. I've got a lot of work 
ahead of me, but I approache my 
career just like I approach a race or 
practice for a race. I'll just take one 
step at a time and work my finishing 
positions down to where I can be 
considered a good road racer. 

What set you off? What made you 
make the decision to aggressively 
pursue publicity and sponsorship, 
changing from being just another 
"guy" out there who could attract 
publicity and sponsors by going 
really fast? 

There I was, really working hard, 
putting every penny I had into racing. 
I was preparing all my machines 
myself. I was driving all night to the 
races. 

And here comes this other woman... 

You mean Carter Alsop? 
I was afraid we were going to get into 
this. Yes. Carter Alsop. She has zilch 
ability. At most tracks, she's like 20, 30 
seconds a lap slower than I am. She's 
getting sponsorship, she's getting 
money, she's getting a really easy ride. 
It really frustrated me because I'd be 
out there racing and I'd come into the 
pits, and she'd be doing an interview. 
Stuff like that really got to me. 

In a way, she was right, because it 
helps racing. It helps me. It's going to 
advance my career, and it's going to 
help racing in general. A woman racer 
gets more general publicity. Racing 
stories get into Cycle News and Cycle 
World, but they don't get into the 
People magazines. A lot of the people 
who read Cycle World will go to the 
races, or know about road racing. But 
not all the people who read the general 
interest publications know about road 
racing. I realized that it was important 
to get the publicity, and I've since 
been in People magazine. 

It's cute and nice to sponsor a 
woman racer, at least for about the 
first week. Then she's got to go fast, at 
least be competitive, make the field. 
That’s where I differ from one woman 
racer who has really gone out for the 
publicity, and has made promises she 
couldn't keep. Tagging along 20 
seconds behind the field isn't good 
enough. 

It's important to have a woman in 
racing, but just the fact that she goes 
out on the track means nothing. 
You've got to be competitive. 

To a lot of people it probably looks 
like I get a lot of sponsorship and that 
it just lands on my lap. One thing that 
I'd like to say to a lot of racers is that I 
spend five days a week on the 
telephone, drumming up sponsorship. 
My phone bill is $700-$800 a month. I 
spend about $200 a month on press 
releases, and retyping biographies, 
sending them to newspapers, 
magazines. It may look...1 have gotten 
some sponsorships, and a lot of it is 
because I’m a woman racer. But a lot 
of it is because I let people know I'm 
here, and that I can give them 
promotional value for their money. 
You have to approach them in a very 
businesslike way. 

You're trying to promote the sport 
as much as yourself, trying to get 
people to realize that this is a sport, it 
isn't dare devils risking their lives for 
trophies. It’s a sport. A very 








calculated, exciting spectator sport, if 
you know what is going on out there. 

I don't have one sponsorship that 
didn't take a lot of hound-dogging 
those people to come up with the first 
dime. You really have to sell yourself. 
If you can't do that, you have to find 
somebody who will. Because if you 
don't believe in what you're doing, 
don't expect a sponsor to. 

You say you want to excel as a racer 
and that you're approaching it 
systematically. This is a two-part 
question. First, you are 31 now. How 
long will your career be? Second, 
how long is it going to take you to get 
really, really fast? 

Every year that 1 get older, it is going 
to. be harder for me to keep myself in 
shape. It's a struggle to keep yourself 
in good shape. Racing takes a lot of 
physical stamina. But I think that, 
certainly, 10 years from now, I could 
still race motorcycles as hard as I do 
now. As far as I know, I may not want 
to race motorcycles 10 years from now, 
but I think it can be done. 

How many years would it take me to 
go really fast? One good thing is that 
I've really thrown myself off the deep 
end this year. I went from novice last 
year, ran the Daytona 200 this year, 
entered a World Championship 
endurance race. It has put a lot of 
pressure on me. I’ve done a lot of 
crashing this year. I'm trying a lot 
harder. I'm improving at an incredible 
rate. I think, give me two more seasons 
of AMA Nationals, and I'll be in a 
winner's circle. I'm not saying it's 
going to happen overnight. Maybe in 
three years Ill be running 
internationals in Europe and finishing 
in the top five. Maybe in four years, 
I'll be running World Championship 
Grands Prix. 

To watch some racers, you'd think 
that to be able to ride a motorcycle 
fast, you have to have a constant 
supply of sex. Has that caused you 
any problems? 

I just think that they like having a 
good time. When the time comes to 
enjoy yourself, they really just sort of 
let it all hang out. And I feel that way, 
too. I just do it a little differently. I 
know how it feels, you know. 
Especially after a race. Pressure is off, 
guys just want to really let it all go. I 
think you'd lose your mind if you 
didn't, if you raced. Especially if you 
raced every weekend. You get that 
pressure every weekend, and there's 
got to be sometime during the week 
when you just sort of blow off steam. I 
think that's very important. As I say, I 
do it too. Just a little. (laughs). 

I don't screw around. I think that 
there are a lot of racers who would like 
to have the reputation that they screw 
around. The thing is that when you 
come to a race, you're there to race 
motorcycles. Before a race when 
you're trying to get the bike set up, 
there are all sorts of problems. I very 
rarely worry about getting intimate. 
There's just. too much else to think 
about. l've got too much else on my 
mind. You have to be single-minded 
about racing. 

Something that I found really 
strange is that the race in Japan was 
the first race I'd been to without my 
husband, Tom. And I’m mature, I 
like to think that Im a fairly 
intelligent woman. But I went to the 
race and I got the impression that there 
I was, and everybody thought that I 
was available. That I was up for grabs. 
They didn't seem to think that I could 
make a rational decision, that I had a 
mind of my own. That made for 
difficult situations. 

Lets say that 10 guys, racers, 
walked into a bar in Japan and I 
walked in with them. We all sat down. 
We had a couple of beers. Why 








couldn't it just be that? Why couldn't I 
be an equal? Why couldn't I just sit 
there and have a good time and talk to 
people without having people think 
"Who's going to get her, who's going to 
take her home? 

First of all, we usually talked about 
racing because that was all that was in 
our heads at the time anyway. We're 
all so much into racing. 

I am. a woman, I have feelings, I'm 
attracted to men. Certainly there is 
that element. There is always going to 
be that element. But still, I still think 
that I should be able to go to a bar and 
sit down and not have people say, 
"Who's going to get her tonight? 
Moving to another type of 
relationship with men in racing, 
have you ever been racing a guy who 
goes absolutely crazy trying to stay 
ahead of you, when he realizes who 
he is racing? 

About 90% of the time, yes. Last year 
I had a lot of crashes and a lot of my 
crashes were caused by berserkos going 
by me and then pitching it away, 
taking me with them. Racing is a real 
competitive thing, but being passed by 
a woman is even worse. It’s just 
different guys, different people I'm 
passing as I get better and better, and 
the same thing keeps happening. 
Hopefully the people that I pass from 
now on wil be a little more 
professional than to do something like 
that. 

Do you ever worry about getting 
hurt? 

No. It's funny. I’ve never cared much 
about...I’ve never been really big on 
physical appearance. I always felt that 
there were more important things. 
The first thing my mother said when 
she heard about my crash at Daytona 
was ‘Oh my God, you're not going to 
have a fingernail on your little finger!" 

What am I going to do without a 
fingernail? People survive just fine. It's 
just that racing is so important to me 
that it's a small price to pay. 

A couple of years ago, I'd crash and 
Id get hurt, and it would take a 
couple of races to get back in the pace. 

But this year I rode races on tracks I 
didn't know three days after I had an 
operation on my. hand and I had like 
20 stitches in my fingers. I was still out 
there racing and going as fast as I 
could. It's one of those situations 
where you turn it off. When I get hurt, 
I don't sit in the hospital thinking, 'Oh 
my God, that was a donible thing and 
I went into that corner and I couldn've 
lost my hand, I couldn've gotten 
killed.' I just turn it off. I forget that 
it's even there. 

You can turn off pain. You're 
racing and your legs ache and you 
can't shift your weight one more time 
on this motorcycle. You can sit there 
and think, ‘Boy, am I tired. Boy, 
would I like that nice big glass of water 
that's sitting in the pits.’ 

Or you could sort of block that out 
of your mind, and think about 
cornering and think about your 
racing. You just do the same thing 
with an injury. You just block it out of 
your mind. Start thinking about 
when you are going to race again. 

Why do you crash so much? 

I try hard. It's funny, it goes in waves. 
I'll go through a period of time where 
I'll try really hard and then Il go 
faster. Then all of a sudden I'll get to a 
point where my ability hasn't quite 
caught up with my wanting to do it, 
my competitive spirit. 

But my crash at Suzuka had nothing 
to do with trying too hard. This was 
just a misjudgement. I hit a certain 
part of the course that 1 hadn't hit 
before and I didn't realize that there 
were some bumps there. 

Where do you go from here?

Riding the Iron Man's

Modern technology 


is improving many 


products, and motorcycles are no exception to 
the rule. In years past what factory riders had 
the year before is basically what came off the 


production line as the current 
model--until 1981. Factory 
bikes this year will be similar to 
what privateers are riding, and 
some factory backed riders will be 
using modified production bikes to 
take on the MX Nationals. 

Gary Pustelak, or the Iron Man as 
he calls himself, is one of those factory 
backed riders. He recently inked a 
contract to ride for Husqvarna in this 
years National Championship MX 
Series in the Open class and will be 
using a modified production 430 CR. 
All modifications'are available to any 
privateer, and. they all work. Pustelak's 
tuner, Dave 


the crate 430 just before the Florida 
Winter-AMA MX Series and Gary 
ended up taking home the Open class 
title. 

During the course of the series we 
spent a day with Pustelak and Bender 
and had a chance to put some time on 
his series winning Husky. We found 
out what Husky offers the big bore 
rider in '81, and what can be done to 
make it better. Bender helped us learn 
what it takes to keep the bike running 
with a zero DNF record. 


What's new 


The 1981 430 features primary kick 
starting. A 420 kit was offered for 
‘Husky's 390 big bore last year, and in 


'81 the stroke was lengthened to create 
the 430cc top end. A shorter shifting 
linkage gives the gearbox a more 
Japanese feel. A new exhaust system 
broadens the powerband and makes it 
more useable. 

Fork tubes have been enlarged from 
35 to 40 millimeters for a stronger 
front end with 11.8 inches of travel. 
Shocks are again state of the art 
Ohlins, this year with piggyback 
reservoirs instead of remote units. The 
shocks have different damping and are 
more progressive, and mount on the 
side of the swingarm in '81 instead of 
on top. Travel remains at 12.2 inches 
but seat height is lower. 

The seat is longer and the tank is 
redesigned for greater fuel capacity 
and to let the rider get more body 
weight forward on the bike. The 
aluminum tank is durable and doesn't 
scratch. 

A die cast straight rear hub is used 
as opposed to last year's conical unit. 
Spokes on the conical hub were of 


to break on the shorter, or weak side. 
The hub is also wider for greater 
braking and waterproofing traits. 

Out of the crate 

Engine work on Pustelak's bike is 
done by RPM. The cylinder has 
smoothed and matched ports with no 
radical changes. A Mossberger reed is 
added to let more gas flow into the 
cylinder. The bottom end gets RPM's 
turbo torque balanced crank 
treatment. Ridges are cut in the 
flywheel weights in a pattern like a 
tractor tire. The crank throws gas up 
through the ports into the cylinder and 
makes for a quicker and better mixed 
gas flow. 

Shocks are left stock, set on the 
softest setting with 160 p.s.i. of 
pressure. Fork oil is changed from 
stock 15 weight to 20 weight with 
450cc's in each leg, the standard 
amount. 

Bender riveted a plastic plate 
around the air box where the carb 
connects to make it more sturdy and 
air and water tight! Silicone is added 











around carb connections for added 
protection. A nylon stocking is put over 
the air box before the side cover is 
snapped shut to grab extra particles of 


grit. JT two stage filters and JT filter 
oil are used. 


Maxima oil, a castor base oil made 
in the U.S., is used in the tranny, fork 
and gas. Bender drives quite a 
distance to get 240 Sunoco gas. It’s 
high octane and burns cooler. 


Wheels are disassembled and parts 
are matched to avoid extra friction. 
High spots on brake shoes are sanded 
so the shoe rubs fully on the inner hub 
when braking. Eight gauge Buchanan 
spokes are installed on the front and 
rear wheel for extra strength. 


The countershaft sprocket cover is 
removed to avoid packed in mud or a 
thrown chain. An inch is trimmed off 
each side of the handlebars, and stock 
grips are changed to Ourys. A large JT

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fender with number plates are added, 
and stock number plates are trimmed off. 

Jetting is richened due to RPM's 
turbo crank. Diamond chain is used. 
Husky Products clear adhesive tank 
protectors are put on for added 
durability, and stock Pirelli tires are 
replaced by a 5.00 x 17 Dunlop on the 
rear and a 3.00 x 21 Hi-Point Red Dot 
on the front. 

Bender's final touch is to pull the 
fork assembly apart and use paint 
remover to get the overspray out of the 


inside of the triple clamps. The paint 


causes the forks to slide if it isn't 
removed. 
Post-race maintenance 

Bender's main goal after a race is to 
remove all friction, Wheels come 
apart and brake shoes are resanded or 
replaced, depending on wear. Levers 
and cables must work effortlessly. Grit 
is flushed out and everything relubed. 
Seals are cleaned, nuts and bolts are 
removed, and threads are checked. 
Swingarm pads are replaced, and 
chain and sprockets are replaced every 
two races. 

The engine is disassembled after 
every race. The top end is inspected 
for ring and piston wear. Cases and 
clutch are pulled apart to check for 
worn or rounded dogs on the gears. 
The reed is inspected to make sure the 
reed pedals aren't pushed away from 
the reed case, which would let gas in 
when it shouldn't. The carb is taken 
apart and jets are cleaned out to stop a 
minute particle of dirt from balking 
the engifie.

Every two races the fork oil is 
changed, and shocks are checked after 
every race for leakage or pumping up. 
Pressure must be kept at exactly 160 
p.s.i. or handling traits will change. 

Tires are replaced every two or three 


.races depending on track surface. To 


date, the bushings in the swingarm 
have not needed to be replaced. 

Clean gearbox oil and a new spark 
plug are used every week, and Bender 
is constantly re-torquing the head 
bolts. Huskys have no base nuts for the 
jug, and if the head bolts loosen the 
whole top end becomes loose. 


Impression 
We put a pro tester on the 430 for 


waved him in he signaled for more 
time. He rode faster and stronger as 
the day went on. . 

After collecting his thoughts the 
first thing that came to mind was 
power. A bunch of it. More on the top 
end than the bottom, but strong. 
Instead of short shifting the bike as is 
common with nfany big bores, the 
Husky revs well. 

The motor doesn't come on with a 
smooth pull all the way trough the 
powerband, but has a mid-range blast 
that is 250 oriented. The 430 takes a 
good jab to start. 

Shifting is positive and power 
shifting is fine. It works better to rely 
on*the bike's power, not the clutch. 
The six speed gearbox isn't really 
needed. Four or five speeds would 
serve its purpose well. 

The bike has a tall feeling sitting 


still, but once rolling it feels fine. 
Forks have a smooth progressive 
action, but until we got used to it the 
front end dug in through turns. It's 
better to throw the bike into a slide 
and hit a berm with the rear wheel. 
Shocks are first rate and respond to 
any terrain with ease. Pustelak's tire 
selection is spot on for Florida sand 
tracks. 

Brakes have a progressive feel and 
don't come on as quick as Japanese 
brakes. With a bit of use we found 
them to be fine. Controls are OK.

The 430 is confidence inspiring in 
the air. It feels light in flight. 

The Husky 430 CR has the feeling of 
quality, a good solid feel at speed.

Team Kawasaki Australia had 
the honor of debuting to the 
world the 1981 KR500 Grand 
Prix racer: TKA Manager Ne- 
ville Doyle and 500cc class contender 
Gregg Hansford were on hand to show 
the bike. 

They wouldn’t say a lot about it and 
a horde of Japanese engineers sur- 
rounded the bike when it wasn’t cir- 
culating the Calder track in the hands 


of Hansford. 
The machine is lighter and more 


powerful than the 1980 version raced 
by Kork Ballington and Hansford. 
The only specs given on the racer was 
its capacity, 498.4cc, with a bore and 
stroke of 54 x 54.4mm. The carburetors 
are Mikuni VM84SS. 

The engine is a water-cooled rotary 
valve square four. The gearbox is the 
mandatory six-speed constant mesh 
with a dry clutch employing eight fric- 
tion plates and nine steel plates. 

The brakes are slotted discs on the 
front and one slotted disc on the rear. 
All calipers are double action units. 

The rear suspension is a conventional 
swingarm coupled to Kawasaki's gas- 
fied Uni-Trak suspension unit. 

The most unusual feature of the 
KR500 is the front fender. It is designed 
to improve airflow and penetration. 
This fender also covers the anti-dive 
suspension which is designed to 
prevent the forks from compressing 
under braking and therefore allow the 
machine to retain its straight-line 
geometry while braking and 
cornering. This system should aid a 
rider like Hansford immensely because 
he is a late, hard braker. 

The frame owes its lightness and 
strength to its welded alloy monocoque 
design. The fuel tank is the main 
member of the monocoque construc- 
tion, and the tank is internally braced 
for greater strength. 

Hansford, ably assisted by Doyle and 
former endurance racer Tony Hatton, 
will make a $500,000 (Australian) at- 
tack on the world championship. Hans- 
for will contest all rounds of the 500cc 
title chase, as well as selected interna- 
tionals. Look out Kenny Roberts! ©

David Aldana 


His best year ever? 





By Gary Van Voorhis 





David Aldana hopes that this year will signal a 
rebirth of his somewhat dormant career and 
prove to one and all that he is one of the most 
underrated road racing talents in the U.S. 


When Aldana burst on the 
AMA Grand National 
Championship scene he was 
brash, boisterous and very, very 
good. 1970 was the year and rookie 
Expert Aldana was giving everyone 
a run for the money. He won three 
Nationals -- the Talladega 200 road 
race, Indianapolis Mile, and Terre 
Haute Half Mile -- and was in the 
points battle right down to the final 
event. Parts of that season were 
chronicled in the film On Any Sunday 
including his crash at Sacramento 
which ended his chances of being the 
first rider to grab Number One as a 
rookie. 

"1970 was a very good year," says 
Aldana in retrospect. "However, I 
didn’t really have much of a chance 
that day at Sacramento. Gene's 


(Romero) bike was running super and 











it would have taken a lot of luck -- 
mostly bad on his part -- for me to 
have beaten him." Aldana is relaxing 
and sipping a beer. He is in Houston 
with his wife Sue to spectate at the 
Astrodome Nationals. 


In his early seasons when he was a 
factory rider for BSA and through the 
mid-1970's Aldana earned a 
reputation for crashing -- not so much 
from making mistakes, but from 
crossing the thin line which separates 
acceptable and unacceptable risk 
taking. 

"Sure I crashed a lot. I'm not racing 
to finish second. Maybe I should have 
thought a little more about things and 
settled for consistency. I wanted to be 
a winner. I always have and always 
will. However, I had other problems 
also. I let a lot of people give me 
advice. Looking back, that was a 
mistake. I shouldn't have taken a lot of 
that advice because it really hurt me 
more than helped." 

With the demise of big bucks racing 
by Triumph/BSA/Norton, Aldana 
was thrown back to privateer status. 
He rode, sometimes good, sometimes 
bad in both dirt and road racing. The 
results were mixed. Aldana did not 
have exceptional machinery most of 
the time, but when he was on a bike 
that was up to his skills he was squarely 
in the hunt. Sadly, those rides were 
few and far between. 

The flame that kindled so brightly 
in his first year all but died out as the 
seventies started to swing toward the 
eighties. Still, it was during those years 
that Aldana became a road racing 
hero. It wasn't here in the U.S., but in 
England where he raced in the 
Transatlantic Trophy Easter Match 
Race Series (pitting a team of U.S. 
road racers against a team from Great 
Britain). Aldana has been a member 
of the U.S. squad since the series 
inception in 1972 and has gathered 
quite a loyal following for his 
performances. In fact, he met his wife 
while racing across the pond. 

His performances in the series 
garnered him offers from European 
promoters to race and thus he 
established a following there and the 
reputation for being a resourceful and 
hard rider who never gave up. 

Aldana received Kawasaki factory 
sponsorship for last year's Superbike 
Championship. Although he finished 
fourth in the standings and made five 
appearances in winner's circle -- his 
highest placing was a second in the 
Talladega round -- he was clearly 
unhappy with the situation. Before the 
series was halfway over, Aldana was 
privately and not so privately 
displaying his frustration with his ride. 
On more than one occasion even after 
good finishes he was heard to say, 
"Give me a shot on (Wes) Cooley's 
Yoshimura Suzuki and I'll show them 
all how to ride a Superbike." 








Still, there were people in the pits -- 
people of long association with road 
racing -- who said Aldana had lost the 
edge to be a winner again. They said 
he was still one of the best around, but 
the drive that separates the man on top 
of the victory rostrum from the rest 
was no longer there. If Aldana heard 
the whispers he ignored them. 

Aldana appears to have mellowed 
out considerably in past years. He 
disagrees, saying, “I do the same 
things I've always done only now 
they're no big thing. 

"I believe that this year will be my 
best ever," says Aldana. "Things have 
been coming together and I can't 
really ask for a better chance." 

At 31 Aldana is a realist and knows 
that the big money -- and he admits to 
being paid very well to race this season 
-- may not be around for very long and 
he is doing everything he can to make 
the most of it. 

"Im looking forward. to racing in 
the endurance series. I'll be riding for 
Honda France as will Mike Baldwin. 
In addition, I've signed a contract with 
Serge Zago to contest some of the 
500cc World Championships. If things 
work out I'll be riding for Don Vesco 
at Daytona and I also hope to have a 
Superbike ride for Daytona, probably 
a Suzuki. I also intend to ride the Isle 
of Man." 

How can Aldana do all these things? 
Easy. His contract with Honda France 
is limited strictly to endurance series 
events. What he does in his spare time 
is his business and he is making the 
best of it. “One of the best things is 
that I'll be able to base myself out of 
my home in Escondito (California) 
and fly back and forth to the 
endurance races. That is really nice. 

"This is my year for Daytona. I 
should have won two years ago but the 
bike broke while (Dale) Singleton and 
I were dicing for the lead in the final 
laps. Last year I believe I was robbed 
no matter what anybody says. I 
finished second, not sixth. 

"Its been a long time between 
National wins for me. I've been 
waiting for my fifth since 1973 and 
don't think that isn't frustrating. I've 
always wanted to win the 200." 

One area where Aldana did heed 
advice and his own intuition was in 
wisely investing the money he earned 
when he was a factory rider for BSA. 
In those heady years Aldana was 
reportedly paid around $50,000 per 
season and he put that money to use. 

"The money I got was used to buy 
land. One thing I did know was that I 
wanted to provide myself with 
something to fall back upon in the 
future. I was lucky and things worked 
out pretty well. I got into building 
houses on speculation and did pretty 
well at that. Right now I’ve got an 11 
acre tract near my home that I hope to 
develop into something that will 
enable me to be set for the future. The 
money I earn from this season is going 
into that.” 

Does Aldana have any regrets about 

his last ten years in racing? Perhaps, 
but he says he would probably do 
everything basically the same. One 
regret he does have is that he was 
unable to cash in on the big money 
throughout his career. And therein lies 
a paradoz for as good a racer as 
Aldana was, his partytime reputation 
preceeded him on _ nearly every 
Occasion. 

There are some who would say that 
Aldana threw away the prospect of a 
brilliant riding career to be himself 
rather than what others wanted him to 
be. But those who have observed him 
over the past two seasons note an 
extreme change. There probably isn't 
a new David Aldana, only an older 
and wiser one -- one who is determined 
to still do things his way, but at the top 
of the mountain rather than from - 
outside looking in.,

Ed Youngblood sat eating at Trader Vic's in 
the Washington, DC, Capitol Hilton. As the 
former Milton scholar-turned-director of the 
AMA's Government Relations Department 


threw down his chopsticks in dis- 
gust and reached for a fork, a 
young woman sitting across the 
table asked, "So exactly what do 


motorcycle lobbyists do?" She chuckled, 
knowing by the pained expression on 
his face that he'd heard that question 
asked on countless occasions. What in 
the world, most people might wonder, 
would motorcyclists have to lobby 
about? 

The woman was from Portland, 
Oregon, and worked in the public re- 
lations department of a large energy 
conglomerate that operated a number 
of coal mines. Bureau of Land Manage- 
ment land closings, wilderness reviews, 
Environmental Protection Agency emis- 
sion standards and Energy Department 
rulings all have an impact on motor- 
cyling, and for that matter, on mining, 
Youngblood dutifully explained. A 
seminar on Congress had drawn both 
these people to Washington earlier that 
day. They had sat through a review of 
the factors involved in the sweeping 
Republican victory last November and 
received a preview of what to expect 
from the new 97th Congress. It was at- 
tended by people who are interested in 
things of this sort, such as federal 
agency congressional liaisons, big oil 
lobbyists, consumer group politicos 
and a whole bevy of business represen- 
tatives from L.A. to N.Y.C. And also, 
it was attended by a lone motorcycle 
lobbyist from Westerville, Ohio. 

Westerville? You've got to be kidding. 
Since when did Westerville, an un- 
assuming suburb of Columbus, become 
a hotbed of political activity? 

It began when the AMA expanded 
from its traditional role of sanctioning 
motorcycle races to contributing to 
congressional races. While most of the 
AMA staff is still race and service ori- 
ented, three men staff its GRD. Their 
work often leads them down the legis- 
lative and litigative road, instead of 
the pit lane, and it is as important to 
motorcycling as knobby tires, Vetter 
fairings or a good tuner. 

So, what exactly do motorcycle lob- 
byists do? Youngblood, in his thirties, 
sits in his hotel room waiting for Jimmy 
Carter to give his farewell speech on 
national television. Besides going to 
the seminar on Congress that day, he 
had visited with the AMA's Washington- 
based attorney and made his rounds 
on Capitol Hill. Now, as Carter’s crest- 
fallen smile flashes on the screen, 
Youngblood pours himself a glass of 
J.T.S. Kentucky Bourbon and snickers, 
"That guy hasn't learned a thing in 


four years." 

Youngblood then launches into a 
long tirade on Carter administration 
programs that were detrimental to 
motorcycling. He draws a parallel be- 
tween Carter and Hoover, both of 
whom had a penchant for making the 
wrong decisions even though their in- 
tentions may have been good. "And 
both their chances of getting re-elected 
weren't worth a damn," he says. Young- 
blood then expounds on Aristotle's 
philosophy that man, through innate 
intellect, would make the right deci- 
sions. Clearly, Youngblood feels that 
mankind made the right choice in vot- 
ing Jimmy Carter out of office. 

The previous day, AMA's Legislative 
Analyist Gary Winn was in town. He 
attended a conference on transportation 
held at the Sheraton Washington Hotel. 
At the motorcycle safety seminar, Winn 
sat muttering under his breath at what 
he felt was a half-cocked study 
conducted by the state bureaucrat at 
the speaker's podium. Winn likes noth- 
ing better than to ride his Moto Guzzis, 
tinker with his Velocette and pore over 
statistics. Research is his game; 
making correlations and constructing 
hypotheses from different sets of data. 
The object is to find “vital” statistics 
dealing with motorcycle safety issues. 

At that moment, however, Winn 
found himself in a room full of state 
and federal bureaucrats who didn’t 
seem to know the first thing about ac- 
tually riding a motorcycle, They often 
giggled over jokes placing bikers in 
stereotypical roles. One observed that 
motorcycles “are fair-weather devices.” 
Smart guy. Yet these were the very 
bureaucrats responsible for many pro- 
grams dealing with motorcycle rider 
education and helmet use. They 
watched a slide presentation on one 
such program which featured one of 
their colleagues in a “chase car” who 
raced after a badly confused person on 
a motorcycle who had to listen to the 
bureaucrat's comments via a one-way 
radio wired into his helmet. The 
bureaucrats were impressed with the 
one-way radio. No back talk from the 
biker. 

The third person in the GRD is Rob 
Rasor. His job is to track the myriad 
regulatory and legislative measures 
dealing with public land use. When 
the government closes off these lands, 
off-road riders often get shafted, he'll 
tell you. Rasor must alert the AMA 
and its membership to the latest de- 
velopments in areas such as the Cali- 
fornia Desert where the GRD has filed 
suit to half the implementation of 


clind 


BLM's Desert Plan. The agency had 
screwed up during the rule making 
process by not allowing enough time 
for public comment and by drafting 
an inadequate Environmental Impact 
Statement. If the BLM's plan were im- 
plemented, dirt riders would lose a lot 
of ground. 

The AMA has also filed suit against 
the Council on Environmental Quality 
after conducting an 18-month investi- 
gation into a study the agency com- 
missioned entitled, "Off-Road Vehicles 
on Public Lands." The study had been 
prejudiced against dirt riding on public 
lands. Aided by a report from the 
General Accounting Office — which 
had ruled that CEQ improperly con- 
tracted for the study — the AMA filed 
suit in the federal district court in 
Washington, D.C. "Given the bias 
against dirt bikes in the report," Rasor 
says, "we think the government owes 
us some relief." 

Winn, Rasor and Youngblood will 
tell anyone who will listen that: 1) Mo- 
torcyclists are a viable political bloc, 
capable of initiating change in the 
government; 2) Motorcyclists must be- 
come politically active or they'll get 
regulated out of existence; and, 3) The 
GRD is alive and well and continuing 
to exert pressure on the bureaucracy, 
making friends in Congress and work- 
ing to increase the awareness of the 
American motorcyclist. 

Started in 197i to address what 
Youngblood calls the, “staggering 
government-inspired problem faced by 
the motorcycle community,” the GRD 
now has a budget of over $350,000 a 
year (about 10% of the AMA's total 
budget) and has been instrumental in 
the movement to repeal mandatory 
helmet laws (although they are pro- 
helmet use, the AMA opposes these 
laws on philosophical grounds as being 
an infringement on individual liberty), 
fighting various “bike bans" around 
the country, stalling EPA's motorcycle 
noise regulations which would have 
added hundreds to the price of bikes 
and getting the Energy Department to 
increase the motorcycle's gas allotment 
from 10 to 2596 under its rationing 
plan. The GRD also convinced the In- 
ternal Revenue Service to make the 
sales tax on new motorcycles deductible 
on income taxes. 

The GRD publishes three bookets 
such as "A Biker's Political Action 
Handbook" to educate the masses. It 
operates AMPAC (American Motor- 
cyclist Political Action Committee) 
which had an 86% success rate in the 
last elections. Over $13,000 was con- 
tributed to the campaigns of 49 con- 
gressional candidates. Forty-two of 
these candidates — 15 Democrats and 
27 Republicans — were victorious. At 
every opportunity, the GRD promotes 
rider education programs and tries to 
convince the National Highway Traffic 
Safety Administration to fund these 
programs rather than push helmet laws. 
Through the GRD's "Action" news- 


stile 


letter and its contact list of politically- 
active bikers it is capable of mobilizing 
grassroot action on local issues in vir- 
tually every region of the country. 

During the GRD's quest for motor- 
cyclist rights, it has made some friends 
in Congress, such as Sen. Jesse Helms 
(R-NC) who along with Sen. Alan 
Cranston (D-CA) introduced legisla- 
tion that prevented NHTSA from 
blackmailing the states into enacting 
mandatory helmet laws a few years 
back. Because of its vocal presence in 
many areas dealing with legislation 
and regulation, the GRD's Rasor was 
invited recently to testify before Con- 
gress. A House committee wanted to 
know the AMA's views on CEQ. In 
the same sense, the GRD has also 
knocked heads with some curious 
characters like Rep. Robert Walker (R- 
PA), author of the infamous House 
resolution that may have led to the es- 
tablishment of a federal strike force in 
every U.S. district to track down and 
prosecute anybody who looks like an 
"outlaw" biker. Due to AMA pressure, 
many of Walker's cosponsors withdrew 
their support, and the bill died. 

Joan Claybrook, former administra- 
tor of NHTSA under Carter, also was 
an object of contention. Claybrook 
subscribed to a school of thought which 
placed bikers as being too ignorant to 
take evasive action on the nation's high- 
ways. Rider education would not 
work, she said, only mandatory helmet 
laws. Over the years the AMA has led 
efforts to convince NHTSA (but not 
Claybrook) that education is a better 
method of ensuring motorcycle safety 
than helmet laws. 

It would take pages to document 
everything the GRD is involved in. But 
whatever it does, this underlying philo- 
sophy exists: "Government, local and 
federal, has turned its eyes toward 
every aspect of motorcycling and clasped 
its hands around our freedom. It has 
meddled with the way a dealer con- 
ducts business, influenced the 
insurance we can buy and regulated 
the noise we make, the speeds we go 
and the clothes we wear." Youngblood 
believes that the GRD forms a "counter- 
bureaucracy” which serves as a “cutting 
edge" in the struggle for many con- 
stitutional rights motorcyclists have. 
“We must improve our visibility within 
Congress," he says, "the body which 
creates bureaucrats." And to ensure 
that Congress will listen, Youngblood 
adds that motorcyclists must vote. 

“If it were not for the associations in 
this country we would today be living 
under a totalitarian, autocratic govern- 
ment, or in an all-out socialistic society,” 
wrote Mortimer Doyle in a trade maga- 
ine. While he may have been exagger- 
ating, associations like the AMA pro- 
vide a valuable service to its member- 
ship. The GRD serves as a check on 
government regulations which have an 
impact on motorcycling and offers 
bikers a consolidated bloc from which 
they can promote their interests.

is fascinating. Change the names and 
dates a little, and it would serve to des- 
cribe what is happening today. 

The focus is on Europe and Japanese 
personalties. If you wonder what 
Yamaha paid Giacomo Agostini to win 
Daytona, or what Hailwood exacted 
from Honda, it is all here, in British 
Pounds and dollars. Team-tactics and 
the Japanese attitude toward racing 
are explained clearly. Intense racing 
champions like Phil Read (whose 
mother taught him to ride) ‘and the 
late Jarno Saarinen are found to have 
opposite personalties. The Book isn’t 
all Yamaha — pictures and specs of 
the competition are thoughtfully pro- 
vided. But nowhere, alas, is there a 
picture of the briefly potent Yamaha 
V-4 engine.

Over 38 class win of 1981 with a 16th 


overall finish. 4 


The Gamblers laid out their course 
with a 90% finisher goal in mind. The 
circuit consisted primarily of well put 
together, fun and fast motocross trails, 
tight twisting sandwashes and of 
course some rocks and silt to keep 
everyone honest. 

The two 40-mile loop format was 
met with joy from the Novices and 
most Amateurs, however, the diehard 
Experts were still frothing at the finish 
to go one or two more tours! 

After Bryan Folks (Suz), Kevin 
Heikka (Suz), and Mike and Kelly 
Bergman (Kaw) copped Mini honors, 
the big-bike carnage began. 

Maico West/Vegas Cycle/Moto-X 
Fox/Dunlop-sponsored Jack Johnson 
shot his Mega 2 into the lead at the 
end of the long, four-mile smoke run.

Harden held it on to the 
checkers and relished his good fortune 
at the finish, saying, “Once Jack is in 
front of you it’s usually all over because 
he is nearly impossible to pass.” 

Don Fuller forged by Jody Maeder 
for fifth overall and encouraged all 
desert racers to venture north to 
Fillmore, Utah for his club’s race 
(Sugarloafers M.C.) Mar. 8. 

MRAN 125cc kingpin and Husky sup- 
port rider Daryl Folks had an off-day 
(for him!) but managed to nip Danny 
Anderson for ninth overall, third 125cc 
Expert and was breathing down Kevin 
Gashler’s radiator at the finish. Glenn 
Wischmeyer dropped to 11th overall. 

Ty Bothwell is jogging some 
memories of his former speed with his 
blistering rides in the Amateur class. 
Although starting 10 minutes behind 
the Experts Ty has been keeping com- 
pany with the white plates and will 
soon be wearing one himself.

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Esprit boots 
By Mark Kariya 


Besides his helmet, one of the 
most important pieces of body 
protection a rider wears is a pair 
of boots, especially for those who 
do it the dirt. 

Most boots on the market today pro- 
vide good protection but are, quite 
frankly, uncomfortable and a pain to 
put on and take off. The new Esprit 
Professional Racing Boot, though, pro- 
vides an attractive solution to the 
problem. 

Constructed of black and tan 
leather, the Esprits feature three wide 
leather straps with Velcro sewn to 
them and a quick-release/locking speed 
lacing system 1n front of the well-padded 
tongue for additional support from the 
ankle up. 

These two features combine to make 
it a five-step snap to get the boots on 
and off. They probably take about as 
much time to pull on as a pair of run- 
ning shoes. 

A short blurb on the box they come 
in says, "easy to wear from the first day 
on — no break-in required." This cer- 
tainly seemed to be the case. There 
was ample padding in the ankles, 
collar, behind the plastic shin guard 
and in the tongue for good, comfortable 
protection. Two "windows" cut into 
the tan leather fore and aft of the 
ankles aid flexing and all the leather 
inside the boots seemed blissfully supple 
from the first time a foot was slipped 
inside. 

In addition, the Velcro “buckles” 
allow near infinite adjustment possi- 
bilities so you're not left with something 
that's just a little too loose or a little 
too tight. You can cinch it down until 
it's just right for you. In the time we've 
used the boots so far, the “buckles” 
haven't come undone accidentally. 

The bottom of the boots have up- 
turned toes with steel guards and the 
smooth sole is stitched on and replace- 
able. The toe guards have gotten rather 
bent out of shape in the course of use, 
however. Made in Italy to Wheelsport's 
specifications, the boots have been tested 
and developed by the LOP motocross 
team. They have a six-month warranty 
and should last quite a while judging 
from our experience with them. 

With a suggested retail price of 
$149.95, the Esprits are available in 
medium width with the smooth moto- 
cross sole or a one-piece ISDT sole in 
sizes 6-13 and half sizes in 8, 9 and 10.

VALENCIA, CA, FEB. 22 

Indian Dunes hosted the first 
round of the Kawasaki Western 
Winternationals sanctioned by 
the National Motosports Associ- 
tion. Over 300 hundred riders 
competed in the day's 18 events which 
saw Yamaha rider Troy Blake firmly 
establish himself as the Expert to beat. 

Blake handily topped the 105cc, 
83cc Modified and the 83cc Stock 
Expert classes despite tough com- 
petition from Kawasakis Sam Storer 
and Suzuki rider Bruce Bunch. Also 
keeping the pressure on Blake were 
Yamaha riders Larry Brooks and 
Todd Campbell. 

Brooks holeshot the second moto of 
the 83cc Stock class with Yamaha pilot 
Kenny Dunlap running a close second 
as the field stretched out on the first 
lap. Campbell moved into third as 
Blake began charging from a poor 
start and soon flew past Campbell and 
Dunlap. Brooks kept Blake at bay for 
several laps but the talented Yamaha 
teamster found a better a better line 
through a rough section and took over 
the lead. Brooks finished in second but 
his 10th in the first moto dropped him 
to fifth overall behind Dunlap. 
Campbell went home with the runner- 
up honors and Storer finished third. 

The 83cc Modified Expert race 
proved to be more of a struggle for 
Blake. DG rider Campbell powered in- 
to the first moto lead with Storer’s 
Kawasaki glued to his rear fender. 
Suzuki rider Rick Hemme grabbed 
third on the first lap as Blake cruised 
around in fourth. 

Blake soon made his move and 
stuffed his way past Hemme, Storer 
and Campbell and opened a four 
second lead by moto’s end. Storer, 
Hemme and Campbell faded as Rudy 
Dickinsen and Bruce Bunch danced 
their Suzukis into the second and 
third place slots at the checkers. 

Larry Brooks nailed down the front 
position at the start of the second race 
but Blake quickly charged past. 
Yamaha rider Johner Kight 
challenged the leader in third early in 
the race but dropped to fifth by moto's 
end. Blake seemed secure in his lead 
but a flat rear tire slowed his pace and 
allowed Brooks to regain the lead. 

Blake faded to third at the finish as 
Brooks took the moto win and 
Campbell picked up second. Blake 
topped the overall list followed by 
Bunch, Campbell, Dickinson and 
Yamaha rider Paul Denis. 

Modified Intermediate action in the 
83cc class featured the riding talents of 
Kawasaki-mounted Scott Brown and 
teammate Willie Surratt, and 
hometown favorite Mouse McCoy on a 
Yamaha. 

Brown, Surratt and McCoy were 
never further apart than three bike 
lengths during both motos. Brown and 
Surratt traded a little paint in the 
second race as Surratt made a bid for 
the lead but Brown powered back to 
claim the moto win and the overall 
victory. Surratt finished second and 
McCoy earned the number three 
honors.

In exciting Open Pro action, Mitch 
Kirkpatrick (Gresham Suz/Hus) made 
his long drive pay off as he took 
the wins. At the start, Kent Reynolds

reeled in both with a good pass on the 
double jumps. Jordan took Reynolds 
for second by the halfway point as 
Kirkpatrick widened the gap on his 
comrades, taking an uncontested win 
over Jordan and Reynolds.

nip Rob Stuliff (0+27) and Don 
Matheson (0 + 28), for a thriller finish. 

Former District steward Frank Show- 
ers was the first man to finish check 
eight and was all smiles for the club 
event. "You could tell that the club 
put a lot of effort into this show; it was 
well marked and with new trails cut 
through the woods and the great trac- 
tion, it was a lot of fun to ride." As a 
true Polka Dot M.C. member, he re- 
minded all of the Prairie City GP 
coming Mar. 1. 

Starting uphill from the entrance to 
the club-owned grounds, a 15-mph 
section started the run at 7:31 and the 
A riders had the first 12 minutes. With 
a new rule putting late entry A riders 
at the back, the run was smooth in 
comparison to time between classes. 

Once past the first few miles, new 
trail on the sides of the loamy hills 
through the trees made for very inter- 
esting riding and time keeping. When 
one's body is 6 ft. 5 in. and hoggy, it 
becomes hard to get around all the 
trees on a big bike. 

Two speed changes in the first 15 
miles made for some spirited efforts 
with the throttle and only a few zero 
scores at check one, 18.3 miles out. 
The mileage was right on even though 
the time wasn't. In less than a mile, it 
was once again uphill through rocks 
and brush that kept a rider busy with 
the trail and not the scenery.

The 
early birds were the best to watch at 
four and it was the best trials rider who 
got past the flip of the card with many 
A riders burning the check. It may 
come to a big discussion at the District 
level due to some burns that at least a 
few riders felt they didn't deserve. 

Those riders who can't run 50 miles 
without fuel were now coasting down- 
hill to camp and lunch break with a 
good 48.0 mile ride in two and a half 
hours. Then the second half. 

Enduro Steward Dave Olson wasn't 
wasting much time for lunch on the 
break, getting a full tank for his Maico 
and musing to himself about the solid 
row of zeros on his U-check. There was 
no denying the pinging of his engine as 
he rode up the hill toward check five 
and Clear Creek camp, though. 

As usual, the best part of the 
event came in comparing notes at the 
conclusion. Just about everyone had 
caught the mathematical problem be- 
tween six and seven. Mike Damaso 
found Dave Olson and set out with 
some of the Merced Dirt Riders to 
bring him back to help decipher some 
of the problems that were brought up. 

The big decision was whether to 
keep check four as some question came 
by the numbers. The original mileage 
machine was brought out and along 
with some of the riders doing the ques- 
tioning, they all left and rode four- 
three and three-four. The club's 
decision was to keep the check as the 
point of mileage was getting down to 
percentage points and may be decided 
by the Competition Committee at a 
later date.

Turnidge takes

Sunday morning turned out to 
be another nice day on the high 
desert of central Oregon, a 
marked contrast to a week ago 
when snow covered the entire course. 
Warm (for February) weather; wet, 
sandy soil; and a completely different 
track from Saturday's team race greet- 
ed 155 riders. 

After a brief rider's meeting, the Ex- 
perts lined up. As soon as the banner 
dropped, the 61 Experts headed for a 
white Ford pickup that looked like a 
dot about a mile and a half away. Ron 
Dillon was first to the "smoke bomb(?)" 
(Oregon's Department of Environment 
Quality had the conventional smoke 
bombs banned). Then the Amateurs 
and Beginners lined up. The banner 
went up, engines were killed, and un- 
like Saturday's race, nobody jumped 
the gun and they were off to a good 
fair start. One rider never made it to 
the pickup truck smoke bomb. Dale 
Kindall found a hole dug by a tractor 
years before. A broken nose and crack- 
ed vertebra resulted. He spent about 
three nights at St. Charles Medical 
Center in Bend. 

At the end of lap one, eventual win- 
ner Brad Turnidge (KTM) was in the 
lead, followed odd by Redmond, 
OR rider Joe McCormick. Joe killed 
his engine at the checkpoint near the 
pits, never to get it restarted. Dillon of 
Dillon's Yamaha of Caldwell (ID) was 
third at this point. 

There was a hill in the 28-mile 
course that had many riders cussing. 
Enduro type and most desert bikes had 
no trouble, but many MX bikes had 
problems. The hill had to be ridden 
three times and there was a check 
point at the top. 

Entering into the third year of 
OMRA-sanctioned Amateur and Ex- 
pert competition after years of no classi- 
fication is finally showing some results. 
There were 61 Experts, 81 Amateurs, 
13 Beginners, no obvious sandbagging 
and the results sheet looks like it 
should. 

The top Amateur rider was Lyle 
Klenski in 18th overall and first 250cc 
Amateur, right about where a good 
Amateur rider should be. Next year 
Klenski will probably go Expert. In the 
200cc Amateur class, Brett Kindall 
(Yam IT175) was chased into the 
finish by his friend Tim Leehe also 
aboard an IT1 ie Saturday they won 
the Lightweight Amateur class. 
Sunday Kindal decided to try the Ex- 
pert class. Kindall was first 200cc Expert 
and Leehe was first 200cc Amatuer. 
The next 200cc Expert was eight 
places down. These two guys were 
really having fun racing right to the 
wire. 

Charles Standeford was first Old 
Timer Expert. "Stan" has been racing 
in central Oregon for almost 20 years. 
Even though it is about a 170-mile 
drive from Stan's home in Veneta, he 
gets here quite often. 

First overall, as mentioned earlier, 
was young Brad Turnidge of Dallas, 
OR riding a KTM. He had a five- 
minute lead over Ron Dillon who 
broke the frame on his Yamaha Satur- 
day during the Team Race and missed 
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the Awards Banquet while he feverishly 
welded and worked to fix it up. Dillon, 
who recently: turned 21, is extremely 
fast and a real athlete. As soon as he 
develops some more desert savvy, he 
will be very hard to beat. 

Third overall and first 250cc Expert 
was “old man" Dale Demaris. 
Demaris, who is well over 30, was 
plagued with bike troubles in 1980 and 
seems to have them sorted out now. 
Demaris is still a potential winner 
whether it is a desert race, a mud run 
or a reliability trial.

The riders don’t 
take this race very seriously. It’s a lot of 
fun and the thought is to finish for the 
points. 

At the end, it was Hudkins and 
Holly followed by Cliff Humbard and 
David Morton. As mentioned earlier, 
the Amateurs started about five 

















minutes after the Experts. Right up 
there in 14th overall was the Amateur 
team of Lyle Klenski and Jim Harris.

Daytona police ordered toact 
in ‘‘a gentlemanly manner’’

DAYTONA BEACH, FL, FEB. 17 
Daytona Beach police chief Charles Willits has issued a directive to his 
men to “act in a gentlemanly manner” towards bikers in town for Cycle 
Week this year. 

The news came at the second meeting, held Tuesday night, between 
worried businessmen, Chamber of Commerce officials and law 
enforcement agencies in Daytona. 

Fears that a proposed boycott by motorcyclists could seriously 
damage the area’s economy surfaced at the first meeting, three weeks 
ago, when tales of police harassment of bikers were told. 

In addition to police chief Willits’ directive, local merchants, 
motorcycle clubs and police will issue flyers welcoming visiting 
motorcyclists and listing the basic do's and don'ts for the town. 

Real trouble makers will still be arrested, but more friendly warnings 
for minor infringements are likely. 

However, Chief Willits reaffirmed that his men were there to see that 
the law was upheld and enforced. 

A six-man committee was formed to work alongside Chief Willits to 
formulate the bikers rules, after the original set of guidelines were felt to 
be unsatisfactory. 

The meeting was also told that a film unit from ABC-TV's 20/20 
program will be in the area filming Cycle Week activities. 

“The Chamber of Commerce cannot afford this kind of advertising, so 
let's make sure that everyone is having a good time in Daytona Beach,” 
said executive director Gary Powell.
